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INTRODUCTION 


Dreaming is thinking in sleep. Perhaps it is much more than that. 
It may be that it is the projection of the astral body out into 
space beyond the stars where our vision of things past and things 
to come is not bound by mundane restrictions. 

Sometimes we are pleased with what we see and do in dreams; 
at other times we are shocked, disgusted or frightened, so that 
we cry out in terror. 

In our waking moments it is usually possible to control our 
thoughts, but there appears to be no method of dreaming of any 
certain thing at will.* In sleep the brain functions without any 
apparent directing force. Dreams sometimes lead into places and 
situations that are wholly foreign to the personality and experi- 
ence of the dreamer; but all dreams must of necessity be based on 
knowledge, either first-hand or acquired by reading or hearsay. 

Dreams may be of perfectly normal things. They may also 
be of highly improbable or even impossible happenings. They 
may reconstruct childhood days, or they may look forward to 
old age. Some of them are of idyllic beauty; others full of hor- 
ror. They may range between love and hate, pleasure and pain, 
wealth and poverty, happiness and sorrow, light and darkness, 
heat and cold, Heaven and Hell. Dreams may be a jumble of the 
familiar and unfamiliar; they may be funny, sad, uncanny, reli- 
gious, immoral, or just plain cockeyed. 

I doubt if there is anyone who does not dream. Possibly idiots 
do not, but maybe they do. I hesitate to speak as an authority on

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this particular subject There arc many evidences that even dogs 
dream. 

Aristotle, in his History of Animals, says: “Not only men ap- 
pear to dream, but horses, oxen, sheep, goats, dogs, and all vivip- 
arous quadrupeds. Dogs show this by barking in their sleep. It 
is not quite clear what oviparous animals dream, but it is quite 
plain that they sleep. . . . Man sleeps the most of all animals. 
Infants and young children do not dream at all but dreaming be- 
gins in most at about four or five years old. There have been men 
and women who have never dreamt at all; sometimes such per- 
sons, when they have advanced in age, begin to dream; this has 
preceded a change in their body, either for death or infirmity.” 

On the other hand, Pliny, in his Natural History, has his own 
ideas about babies dreaming: “The infant dreams from the very 
first, for it will suddenly awake with every symptom of alarm, 
and while asleep will imitate the action of sucking.” 

From unremembered time people of all conditions have 
dreamed. There are countless references to dreams in literature, 
including the Bible, and in the writings of the ancient poets, his- 
torians, scientists and philosophers. Dreaming is common to all 
races, nationalities, times and conditions. There are dream books 
in English, Dutch, Arabic, French, German, Greek, Russian, 
Siamese, Latin, and no doubt many other languages. 

Belief in the significance of dreams is nearly as old as dreams 
themselves. Some of the wisest and most dignified men and 
women have for many centuries regarded them as prophecies, 
portents, and omens of either good or evil, and through the 
ages there have been evolved from experience numerous inter- 
pretations of the dreams that human beings have. 

While there is a certain amount of truth in the saying, “There 
is nothing new under the sun,” it will have to be admitted that 
since Adam and Eve had their dreams in the Garden of Eden, 
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there have been many new arrangements of things— resulting in 
such comparative novelties as the telephone, radio, phonograph, 
photography, airplanes, motor cars and housekeeping trailers, 
streamlined trains, modern surgery, the high speed printing 
press, and so on through a long list. 

It is easy to understand how dreams keep pace with the times, 
and how, with world progress, their interpretation may vary 
considerably. For instance, the ancient dream books did not 
mention motor cars. However, in one published a century or 
more ago, there was this entry: 

‘‘To dream of riding in a wagon without a Horse portends a 
mystery in your life that you will be unable to solve.” That 
sort of a dream at that time would verge on the supernatural. 
Today it would be the most natural thing in the world to dream 
of riding in a wagon without a horse, and it would have no par- 
ticular significance unless the automobile crashed, or unless 
there were some unusual feature connected with it. 

Similarly, to dream of music or voices coming from an un- 
recognized source had an entirely different significance before 
the coming of the radio than it has now. This sort of dream has 
changed from the supernatural to the perfectly normal, and 
consequently it must be interpreted in an entirely different man- 
ner. Radio in a dream may be merely an adjunct, and not neces- 
sarily the dream itself. It helps to establish the kind of dream, to 
create the atmosphere or setting, and perhaps by the character 
of the program to give point to the dream. 

It is quite possible that you will have one or more dreams that 
are not listed in this book. No book, or set of books, could cover 
all the subjects that might be dreamed about. Suppose you 
dreamed of eating caraway seeds and you failed to find a refer- 
ence. In such a case, you might look up eatings seeds, and flavor. 
By interpreting each, singly and in combination, you would be 
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likely to get the answer. If there were any outstanding condi- 
ti<H)s associated with your eating caraway seeds, such as moon- 
%ht, rain, snow, a picnic, or what not, the added interpretation 
of these would have a bearing on the portent. 

There are likely to be two or more references for every 
dream. For example, if you dream of machinery, it is probable 
that wheels are an important part of the dream. Likewise, if an 
automobile figures prominently in your dream, you would also 
do well to look up wheels in connection with it. If it is a large 
and expensive car, another reference ^ould be luxury. If it is so 
small as to appear a child’s car, toy might be indicated. If it is an 
omnibus, it might suggest crowd. 

Naturally enough, the outstanding feature of a dream is the 
one with the greatest significance. There may, however, be qual- 
ifying factors in points that are incidental to it. These should 
be looked up and your findings carefully weighed in connec- 
tion with the main theme. 

There is no reason why a “bad” dream ^ould necessarily 
worry the dreamer, disagreeable though it may be at the time. 
Some dreams of this character have excellent portents, while 
others, of unhappy augury, may be regarded as warnings that 
will help to avoid danger. Remember Henley’s inspiring lines: 

“I am the master of my fate, 

I am the captain of my soul.” •

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WHAT DO MY DREAMS MEAN? 


Dreams may mean much. On the other hand, they may mean 
little; and they may mean nothing. There are different kinds of 
dreams, and there are different conditions under which they 
occur. It is easy to see why this is so, for under the exciting or 
otherwise stimulating influence of unusual events; the mind, 
even during waking hours, reacts in a strange manner. 

For instance, a sleep induced by laughing gas, or nitrous oxide, 
frequently produces curious results. It has even had the effect of 
making the most modest and gentle young ladies burst out into 
tirades of profanity, which would bring the blush of shame to 
the cheek of a longshoreman. 

Laughing gas produced the following authentic dream— in- 
teresting as an index of the way the mind works, but of no sig- 
nificance so far as prophecy goes. A patient in a dentist’s oflice 
asked to have a tooth extracted. He was given the gas, went to 
sleep with the peculiar tightening sensation usual with this gas, 
and dreamed that he was in a great room. He rose to a height 
close to the ceiling, and began to soar around the room close to 
the walls. Suddenly he saw a huge hook protruding from the 
side wall, and he found himself going toward it. He opened his 
mouth to scream; the hook caught one of his teeth with an 
awful wrench. He felt himself falling; and he became conscious 
as the dentist was saying, “That was a big one!” Obviously it 
would be foolish to look up dentist and hook in the dream book 
for such a dream as this.

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Other dr^funs which mean nodiing are those resulting from 
over-indulgence of one kind or another— too much rich food or 
drink,* drugs, fatigue, or mental exhaustion. The nightmare in- 
duced by mince pie is not a valid dream, so far as prophecy is 
concerned, nor is any dream to be taken seriously if it occurs 
during the first part of the night, or while the digestive processes 
are still going on. There will be something about drug users’ 
dreams later on. 

Dreams that are brought to a termination by certain sounds 
that awaken you— such as the crying of a baby, the ringing of a 
doorbell, or the slamming of a door— may be simply nothing 
more than lightning thoughts that go through your mind, seem- 
ing to anticipate and have their climax in the sound that awak- 
ened you. Such dreams are to be regarded simply as psychologi- 
cal phenomena, or mechanically rather than spiritually induced 
dreams. They are frequently interesting, but they have no bear- 
ing on future events in your life. 

Throughout the ages, doubtless since the time of Adam and 
Eve, there has been a sincere belief in the significance of dreams 
by people of every rank and station in life. It is not merely we 
ordinary persons who have this belief. Some of the greatest 
figures of all time, both men and women, have been influenced 
by their visions in sleep. Moreover, they have consulted others 
whom they considered expert in the interpretation of dreams. 

Rudyard Kipling, one of the most highly regarded writers of 
the nineteenth and twentieth centuries, tells in his book of rem- 
iniscences t of a dream that he had wherein he attended a cere- 
mony in a large and ancient hall. He particularly noticed the

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Stone flooring. When the ceremony was ended, sc^eone in back 
of him put his hand on his arm and said, “I want a word with 
you.” 

He remembered the dream in detail. More than a month after- 
ward he attended a ceremony in Westminster Abbey. He no- 
ticed the stone flooring, and he recognized it as that which he 
had seen in his dream. 

And after the ceremony was over, a man came up to hhn, put 
his hand on his arm, and said, “/ want a word with you, please.” 

Abraham Lincoln, revered for his wisdom and loved for his 
humanity, believed firmly in the significance of dreams. Shortly 
before his death, he told his wife and a group of friends a dream 
that was a premonition of tragedy. The President, it seems, was 
walking from room to room in the White House. He saw no one, 
but everywhere he heard sobbing. Finally he arrived at the east 
room where there was a catafalque on which there was a corpse. 
It was guarded by soldiers, behind whom was a crowd of weep- 
ing people. 

“Who is dead in the White House?” he asked one of the 
guards. 

“The President,” came the answer; “he was assassinated.” With 
this reply there was an outburst of grief from the crowd of 
people, and Mr. Lincoln awoke. - 

A few days later, John Wilkes Booth fired the shot that 
plunged a nation into mourning. - 

Lincoln had other dreams. Only a few hours before he went 
to Ford’s Theatre, Washington, at which he was assassinated 
on April 14, 1865, he held his last cabinet meeting, and on this 
occasion he described a dream he had had the preceding night. 
General Ulysses S. Grant had been invited to attend the meet- 
ing, and was present. He had just arrived from Appomattox, 
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where General Robert E. Lee had surrendered the Confederate 
Army on April 9, but he was worried about General Sherman, 
who was facing General Joseph E. Johnston’s army near Golds- 
boro, N.Q 

So Grant asked President Lincoln for news of Sherman. The 
President replied that a dream he had had made him believe that 
all was well. In the diary of Gideon Welles, Secretary of the 
Navy under Lincoln, the President’s story of the dream was 
described as follows: 

*‘The President remarked that news would come soon and 
come favorably, he had no doubt, for he had last night his usual 
dream, which had preceded nearly every great event of the war. 
We inquired the particulars of this remarkable dream. He said 
it was in my element— it related to the water; that he seemed to 
be in a singular and indescribable vessel, but always the same, 
and that he was moving with great rapidity toward a dark and 
indefinite shore; that he had had this same singular dream pre- 
ceding the firing on Sumter, and battles of Bull Run, Antietam, 
Gettysburg, Stone River, Vicksburg, Wilmington, etc. 

“General Grant remarked with some emphasis and asperity 
that Stone River was no victory— that a few such victories would 
have ruined the country and that he knew of no important re- 
sults from it. 

“The President said that perhaps he should not altogether 
agree with him, but whatever might be the facts, his singular 
dream preceded that fight. Victory did not always follow his 
dream, but the event and results were important. 

“He had no doubt that a battle had taken place or was about 
to be fought; ‘and Johnston will be beaten; for I had this strange 
dream again last night. It must relate to Sherman; my thoughts 
are in that direction, and I know of no other very important 
event which is likely just now to occur.’ ” 
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A few days later General Johnston surrendered his army to 
General Sherman. 

• • • 

Dreams have influenced the world. Many of them— sent, it 
may be, from another world— have resulted in the dreamers’ 
transferring them to the printed page as enduring classics of 
literature, stories and poems that have given inspiration, delight 
and comfort to millions of readers. 

We cannot know to what extent writers have drawn on their 
dreams for ideas and situations in their storied but there is no 
doubt that most of them, either consciously or unconsciously, 
get help while they are asleep. History does not say whether 
William Shakespeare dreamed “A Midsummer Night’s Dream,” 
but it is a safe guess that the play had something in it of many 
dreams, for its eerie, haunting quality reminds us of the dream 
life that we all know. 

Robert Louis Stevenson, one of the best loved authors of the 
past hundred years, dreamed of a struggle between a man’s two 
natures, his baser passions and his better self, and thereupon 
wrote the stirring novelette, “Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde.” It is 
said that the incidents of the story followed the dream closely. 

John Bunyan had a dream that he perpetuated for the world 
in the immortal allegory “Pilgrim’s Progress,” which for cen- 
turies has been rated as one of the world’s great masterpieces. 

Samuel Taylor Coleridge dreamed the poem “Kubla Khan,” 
whose beautiful lines beginning, “In Xanadu did Kubla Khan a 
stately pleasure dome decree,” have been learned by uncounted 
school children, but, fine as the result was in the field of poetry, 
the dream was induced by a drug. 

Such stimulated dreams, in spite of the fact that they have 
been the cause of such classics as this, as Francis Thompson’s 
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“The Hound of Heaven” and Dc Quincey’s “Confessions of an 
Opium Eater,” are doubtful as to their value in the prediction 
of future events. The effect of a drug on the sleeping mind is a 
complicated affair, and the combination of the physiological 
with the psychological is something that in its premonitory 
values has yet to be figured out. The wild imaginings of drug- 
inspired dreams, as revealed by De Quincey and others who 
have written on the subject; the delicate, unearthly fantasies; 
the horrible, grotesque, yet sometimes delightful and often 
musical ideas that have been evolved— the significance of these 
lies outside of a dream book. 

There are references throughout all literatures to dreams and 
their application to life. The Bible is particularly rich in its allu- 
sion to dreams and what they mean, and no one who regards 
Holy Writ with respect can fail to believe in authoritative 
dream prophecies. 

“Hear now my words: If there be a prophet among you, 
I the Lord will make myself known unto him in a vision, and 
will speak unto him in a dream.” (Numbers xii:6.) 

“Your sons and your daughters shall prophesy, your old men 
shall dream dreams, your young men shall see visions.” (Joel 
ii:28.) 

One of the most outstanding and best known dreams men- 
tioned in the Bible is that told in Genesis xxviii: 10-16 of Jacob 
and the ladder ascending into Heaven. In these seven short verses 
are told the dream and its interpretation within it, as follows: 

“And Jacob went out from Beersheba, and went toward 
Haran. 

“And he lighted upon a certain place, and tarried there all 
night, because the sun was set; and he took of the stones of that 
place, and put them for his pillows, and lay down in that place to 
sleep. 
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‘"And he dreamed, and behold a ladder set up on die earth, 
and the top of it reached to Heaven: and behold the angels of 
God ascending and descending on it. 

“And, behold, the Lord stood above it, and said, I am the Lord 
God of Abraham thy father, and the God of Isaac: the land 
whereon thou liest, to thee will I give it, and to thy seed; 

“And thy seed shall be as the dust of the earth, and thou shalt 
spread abroad to the west, and to the east, and to the north, and 
to the south: and in thee and in thy seed shall all the families 
of the earth be blessed. 

“And, behold, I am with thee, and will keep 'thee in all places 
whither thou goest, and will bring thee again into this land; for 
I will not leave thee, until I have done that which I have spoken 
to thee of. 

“And Jacob awaked out of his sleep, and he said, ‘Surely the 
Lord is in this place; and I knew it not.’ ” * 

The dignity of the interpretation of dreams cannot be ques- 
tioned except by those who are ignorant of its development 
through long ages, beginning in the darkest antiquity. There 
were professional interpreters of dreams among the ancient 
Babylonians, Assyrians, Arabs and Egyptians— peoples who had 
achieved much in the arts and sciences, and who could not by 
any stretch of the imagination be classed as merely superstitious 
barbarians. 

As early as the second century after the birth of Christ there 
was a manual on the subject, compiled by Artemidorus Daldi- 
anus, and called Oneirocritica^ or “The Interpretation of 
Dreams.” Browsing one hot summer afternoon amid volumes

THE COMPLETE BOOK OF DREAMS 


relatitig to the dream world, I turned up a small gray book that 
proved to be a translation of this same Oneirocritica by the an- 
cient Greek soothsayer. It was published in London nearly a 
century and a half ago— the exact year was 1800— and at that 
time it was in its thirty-third edition. No doubt it was one of the 
best sellers of that day, sixteen long centuries after it was com- 
piled. And, allowing for scientific developments, it is extremely 
interesting to notice how closely these interpretations resemble 
those of dream books published through the nineteenth century 
and later. 

It is quite probable that many hundreds of years before 
Artemidorus Daldianus wrote out his dream interpretations on a 
parchment scroll, some shaggy soothsayer laboriously chiseled 
similar information on a slab back in the Stone Age. 

By word of mouth, the chiseled word, and the written word, 
dream meanings have been handed down to us almost since the 
beginning of time. The centuries that have rolled by, bringing 
new knowledge in all realms of thought, have added materially 
to dream lore; but they have also extended belief in the signifi- 
cance of dreams, until today there is a greater interest than ever 
before by people of high intelligence. 

* • • 

Dreams are intensely personal. 

Some of them cannot be told without making the dreamer ap- 
pear foolish, or cruel, or narrow-minded, or unjust, or lacking in 
moral sense. Such dreams are not of necessity an index of the 
dreamer’s character— God forbid, for, as an inveterate dreamer, 
I have covered a great deal of ground! They should be inter- 
preted according to the principal items emphasized in the 
dreams. 

Everybody knows of the peculiar slants that dreams are liable 
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to have. Some of them have neither rhyme nor reason. They 
are like a motion picture built of haphazard bits from films that 
are unrelated. Some of them have plots, like a story. Others are 
funny. A friend of mine, who happens to be bald-headed and a 
bachelor, told me of dreaming about being a week-end guest at 
a large country home. In his dream he met a woman of uncenain 
age who obviously wore a wig. He found himself seated with 
her in a lawn hammock. They talked in a friendly but impersonal 
manner until suddenly she became quite confidential, put her 
hand on his knee, and said: 

“Tell me frankly, Mr. Blank, have you had a permanent wave 
put in your hair?” 

So entirely flabbergasted was Mr. Blank that all he could do 
was to wake up! But he remembered the dream, and he asked 
me what it meant. I analyzed it as follows: 

A humorous dream, as a rule, is a propitious dream— therefore 
he was off to a good start. House-party, in the first place, pre- 
dicts joyous living in the future. Wig is a sign of threatened 
treachery. Woman, if she is disposed to be friendly— and this 
woman was— cannot be other than a good influence. 

I told my friend that his dream was both an excellent predic- 
tion and a warning; that if he was on his guard against treachery, 
he- would have good luck and achieve some great desire. He 
followed my interpretation, turned down what would have 
proved to be a disastrous investment, and married a woman with 
whom he is still living happily after several years. 

• * * 

It is told that a man had the following dream; He was in 
church. It was a warm Sunday, and during the sermon, which 
was long and not very interesting, he went to sleep. He dreamed 
that he was one of the nobles during the French Revolution, 
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and that he was in hiding from the vengeance of the blood- 
thirsty proletariat. 

He heard the roar of the mob and the rattle of the tumbrils 
as they slithered over the block pavement carrying the hapless 
victims to the guillotine. 

; Finally his hiding place at the top of a house was discovered. 
Brutal men and women dragged him down four flights of stairs 
to the street. A tumbril was waiting-one of those homely carts 
that carried Marie Antoinette to her doom. 

Roughly he was pushed into it, and through a hissing, shout- 
ing mob he was carried to a public square in which there were 
thousands of lookers-on for the grisly spectacle that was to 
follow. 

He was seized by two burly ruffians, dragged to the ghastly 
machine of death, and thrust with his neck beneath where the 
knife would fall. 

The word was given— there was a loathsome swish, and a 
quick evil glint of the sun on the blade. , . . 

So realistic was the dream that the man, who had a weak heart, 
died in his sleep! 

No doubt you will realize at once that this is a fake dream, 
for if the man had died in his sleep, no one would ever know 
what he had dreamed. If he had waked before the knife had 
severed his head from his body, it would be quite believable, but 
as it is told it is nothing more than a sample of someone’s fertile 
imagination— a trick to catch the unwary. 

A well authenticated dream of an unusual nature was one in 
which a man dreamed of waking up. Another was related by a 
man who, never having crossed the ocean but having a great 
desire to do so, has dreamed frequently of being in London. It 
is a dream which recurs every few months, and gives him much 
pleasure. In one of these dreams, the reality of being in London 
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was so strong that in the dream he said to himself, ‘*This time it is 
real— it is not a dream!” 

You may expect anything in a dream. Witness the following, 
told me by a young New York playboy: 

“I dreamed,” he said, “of being at a very gorgeous party at a 
large estate in Westchester County, New York. Hundreds of 
guests were present, and all of them were people of culture and 
interest. There was music for dancing, and there was a room in 
which refreshments of every kind were served. All of the 
women were beautiful, but the most beautiful woman of all 
was a Russian dancer whose name I never learned. 

“For some reason this lovely dancer fell for me like a ton of 
bricks, and we were together all the evening. Then, as the party 
broke up, there was a fading of the picture until I found myself 
in bed with this most glamorous of women. And, believe it or 
not, / immediately tinned over toward the wall and went to 
sleepr 

Dreams of embarrassment are common, and they cover situa- 
tions of many kinds. One of the most usual is the dream of 
finding oneseff in a public place or at a large formal gathering 
either absolutely naked or clothed only in scanty undergar- 
ments. 

Folk whose honesty has never been open to question will 
dream of being caught at shoplifting or some other form of 
thievery. Others of the utmost modesty will suffer in their 
dreams from being seen in the performance of intimately per- 
sonal actions. 

I recall a dream of my own, of an embarrassing nature, 
wherein I was at a fair of some sort and happened to meet two 
women, both of whom I had known for many years. They did 
not know each other, so the natural thing was for me to intro- 
duce them. I began to do so, and had to stop because I could not 
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remember either of their names. An end was put to my embar- 
rassment only by my waking up, and I dare say that anyone see- 
ing me at that time would have noticed that my ears were red. 

Over and above their value as predictions of future events is 
the fascination of adventure in dreams. Such dreams often come 
with a startling and satisfying reality. A person whose waking 
life may be humdrum will sometimes find release in dreams by 
piloting a huge airplane, driving a locomotive, taming a snarling 
lion, stopping a runaway horse, “waving the five fingers of 
scorn” at a bill collector, or giving a “Bronx cheer” to his 
mother-in-law* It is not beyond the bounds of possibility that a 
mouse dreams of slapping a cat in the face! 

We have played the piano like a Paderewski, danced like a 
Pavlowa, performed surgical operations that the Doctors Mayo 
would not dare attempt, written poems in Sanskrit, and driven a 
motor car across the Rocky Mountains at a hundred miles an 
hour. All this is very exhilarating at the time, and I recommend 
getting all the fun possible out of dreaming; but nevertheless, 
dreams, enjoyable or not, should be interpreted strictly by the 
book. 

Occasionally dreams will be fulfilled almost to the letter, as in 
Lincoln’s premonitory dream of his death. Another evidence of 
this is the following Associated Press dispatch dated March 19, 
1937, published in many metropolitan and other newspapers, 
wherein it is told how a tragic dream came true: 

“New London, Texas.— Two nights ago George M. David- 
son, oil field driller and wartime hero, visualized tragedy in a 
dream. 

“Before breakfast yesterday he told members of his crew 
about the dream. They warned it was an ill omen to relate dream 
tragedies before the morning meal. 

“Ten hours later he stumbled into an Overton morgue and 
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identified three bodies as those of his two daughters and a son— 
Anna Laura, 1 1, Helen, 1 3, and Joe Wheeler, 15.” 

I quote this particularly because it is the most recent example 
available while this book is being written. There arc on record 
hundreds of well authenticated cases of similar import. They are 
by no means all of a tragic character. Many a dream that comes 
true means life long happiness for the dreamer.

Authorities do not always agree in their interpretations of 
dreams. This is no more strange than that doctors do not agree 
in every diagnosis of disease. If you delve into some of the an- 
cient interpreters, you will find, for instance, that Astrampsy- 
chus says that to dream of cutting the hair signifies losses in 
business, while of the comparatively modem dream books, pub- 
lished some 1500 years later, says that cutting the hair shows 
that you will be generous to a friend. It is just possible, however, 
that both authorities arc right, for no one can deny that being 
generous to a friend— he might be a creditor, in fact— could 
cause losses in business. 

The use of a dream book requires intelligence and discretion. 
What your dreams mean, and what they predict, depends on 
more than one factor. If you dream of cheese ^ for instance, you 
must take the accompanying circumstances into consideration. 

You may eat cheese 
see cheese 
make cheese 
smell cheese 

This may be in a store 

your home 
a restaurant 
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on a picnic 
or elsewhere 

The cheese may be domestic 
foreign 

in curious shape 
in packages 

Each circumstance is capable of analysis. In eating cheese, for 
example, there are the matters of flavor and consistency; and in 
smelling cheese there is a wide range of possibilities, from agree- 
able to ill smelling. The condition of the cheese is also a factor 
—dry, moist, haird, soft, crumbly, fresh or moldy. 

In seeking the meaning of your dream, in other words, do not 
jump at conclusions. Study the references carefully and do not 
overlook any conditions that might alter an interpretation and 
upset a prophecy. Remember that certain words have two or 
more meanings, according to the manner in which they are used. 
It is much the same with dreams— the context, or what is in- 
cluded with them has a distinct bearing on the interpretation. 

Your own intelligence in working out the interpretations will 
contribute to their accuracy. 



CHAPTER II 


ANCIENT INTERPRETATIONS OF DREAMS 


Over a period of one thousand years or more there have been 
interpretations of dreams that people have had. On these inter- 
pretations have been built the dream books of today. Changes in 
modes of living and advances in science have occurred that have 
made considerable differences in the manner of interpreting 
dreams, but many of the solutions of sleeping thoughts have 
remained the same. 

Following are some of the interpretations that have come 
down through the ages, 

THE ONEIROCRITICON OF ASTRAMPSYCHUS 

“To talk in dreams is a sign of their truth. 

To move slowly denotes unfortunate journeys. 

It is good to fly, for it is the sign of an honourable deed. 
Laughter in sleep presages difficult circumstances. 

To weep in sleep is a sign of the utmost joy. 

To eat with enemies indicates a reconciliation. 

To be dead in dreams announces freedom from anxiety. 

An offensive odour signifies annoyance. 

If anyone offer incense to you, it portends affliction. 

If you seem to be an old man, you will attain to honour. 

To run in dreams shows the stability of your circumstances. 

To wash the hands denotes the release from anxieties. 

To cleaui the feet denotes the release from anxieties. 
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To clean the body denotes the release from anxieties. 

To cut the hair signifies losses in business. 

To lose the hair heralds great danger. 

To see white meats is exceedingly advantageous. 

To see black meats forebodes evil to one’s children. 

To embrace your mother is to have a lucky dream. 

To embrace one’s best beloved is very fortunate. 

All embraces bring about protracted labours. 

To kiss or to love excites the long-continued opposition of one’s 
enemies. 

To have broad feet is a sign of misfortune. 

The amputation of the feet is a bar to a contemplated journey. 
The burning of the body indicates a very evil reputation. 
Gladness of mind shows that you will live abroad. 

For a blind man to see is the best omen possible. 

To wear a white robe is an excellent omen. 

To wear a black one is a mournful spectacle. 

To wear a purple robe threatens a long disease. 

To wear a red one promises an honourable action. 

To wear the pall of kings is the solution of our expectations. 
The tearing of a garment is relief from the burden of anxieties. 
A severed girdle speedily cuts short a journey. 

To behold the stars forebodes much good to men. 
Thunder-peals in dreams are the words of messengers. 

To see lights indicates guidance in affairs. 

The sight of snow figures the hostilities of enemies. 

The sight of the dead indicates the ruin of affairs. 

The sight of withered trees declares the uselessness of labours* 
Pearls denote a torrent of tears. 

Milk confounds the politics of enemies. 

Milk is the sign of peaceful circumstances. 

Qay or mud symbolizes the sordid avarice of the disp<|Ption* 
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A pellucid fountain dispels the distresses of the mind. 

Wine poured from the vessels soothes the distresses of the mind. 
Musty wine announces many difficulties. 

To mix different wines is to invite serious quarrels. 

Water gushing up from below is a sign of enemies. 

To drain a cup of clear water is a lucky token. 

The pouring out of rivers dissipates the joy of enemies. 

To stand in the assemblies brings with it a crime. 

Sitting naked signifies loss of property. 

Sitting on a dunghill signifies disastrous circumstances. 

Sitting upon a stone, you may conceive great expectations. 
Sitting on a wall indicates coming prosperity. 

To embark on a lake is a sign of evil. 

To walk over live coals signifies loss from one’s enemies. 

To walk over potsherds signifies loss of one’s enemies. 

To creep up a mountain signifies the difficulty of business. 

To tread upon serpents is to blunt the sharp attacks of foes. 

If you sail over mud, look out for mental disquiet. 

The falling from a precipice is an evil omen. 

The eating of sweets portends disagreeable circumstances. 

To swallow bunches of grapes indicates a deluge of rain. 

To feed on lettuces is a sign of disease of the body. 

To drink muddy water foretells disease of the body. 

If you are governing children, expect a coming danger. 

To hold a bull is to be disappointed of one’s hopes. 

If anyone holds goods, let him fear the attacks of his enemies. 

A broken staff portends an unhappy death. 

To catch falcons indicates the fulfilment of your utmost desires 
To hold keys signifies the settlement of affairs. 

To hold a twig foreshadows a prosecution. 

To seize a sword is the sign of a contest. 

To handle threads is a presage of troublesome circumstances. 
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To hold a sparrow, struggling to escape, forebodes mischief. 
To grasp a pillar is to expect the Divine favour. 

To shiver a sword signifies the crushing of one’s foes. 

The escape of a hawk from the hand is disastrous to those in 
power. 

To hold gold is a warning to leave one’s projects undone. 

To hold eggs, or to eat eggs, symbolizes vexation. 

To behold oxen in dreams is of evil tendency. 

To see black mares is a thoroughly bad sign. 

The sight of white horses is a vision of angels. 

To sec lions announces the contentions of one’s enemies. 

The sight of doves is the introduction of injury. 

To see a colt running denotes something mysterious. 

The barking of a dog portends the detriment of one’s enemies. 
A gaping wolf signifies nonsensical discourse. 

The sight of a mouse bespeaks propitious circumstances. 

Dead oxen signify times of famine. 

The sight of wasps marks injuries to one’s foes. 

The sight of a hare portends an unlucky journey. 

If you see^oil, you will escape every misfortune. 

To see the ocean calm is favourable. 

The noise of the sea stands for the throng of business. 

To swim in the sea forebodes bitter sorrows. 

To dream in the daytime of swimming in the sea is good. 

The eating of figs signifies nonsensical discourse.” 

INTERPRETATIONS FROM ARTEMIDORUS AND 
OTHERS 

A 

Acquaintance. To dream that you fight with them signi- 
fies distraction, especially if the person so dreaming be sick 
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Adultery. For persons to dream they have committed it, 
shows that they shall meet with great contentions and de- 
bates; but to dream they have resisted the temptation to it 
shows victory over their enemies, and that they shall escape 
great dangers. 

Adversary. To dream that you receive obstructions from 
him, shows that you shall dispatch your business speedily. 


Air. To dream that you see it clear and serene, Shows you to be 
esteemed and beloved by all people, and that those who are 
your enemies and envy you shall be reconciled to you. It 
also denotes the discovery of lost goods, or things that have 
been stolen. If the person so dreaming be at law, it shows he 
shall overthrow his adversary; and if he designs a voyage or 
journey, it shows he shall be successful therein. And, in 
short, all good things are denoted by a clear and serene Air. 
But to dream the Air is cloudy, dark, and troubled, denotes 
to the dreamer sadness, grief, sickness, melancholy, loss of 
goods, hindrance of business, and is in all things the reverse 
of dreaming what we have before mentioned of a clear and 
serene air. But for a man to dream that the air is very calm, 
and without winds and storms, denotes his life to be peace- 
able, and his manners good, and that he shall be acceptable 
to all company; and that whatever business, journeys by 
land, or voyages by sea, he undertakes shall prosper and 
succeed according to his wishes. And yet there are some 
authors who are of opinion that a serene air betokens great 
pain, and that to dream the air is cloudy, shows dispatch of 
business. To dream of being raised from the earth and fly- 
ing in the air, shows a person shall obtain praise and honor. 
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according to the height that he dreams he flies above the 
earth: if high, the more praise; if low, the less. 

Almonds. To dream one sees or eats almonds signifies difficulty 
and trouble. 

Alms. To dream they are begged of you, and you deny to give 
them, shows want and misery to the dreamer; but to dream 
that you give them freely, is a sign of great joy, and long 
life to the dreamer or some particular friend of his. 

Altar. To dream that you uncover or discover an altar betokens 
joy and gladness. 

Angel. To dream you see an angel or angels is very good, and 
to dream that you yourself are one is much better. But to 
speak with or call upon them is of evil signification. Yet if 
in secret they seem to declare something unknown, and 
which you do not understand or know, it denotes your be- 
coming acquainted with persons of the first quality. And to 
dream that you see an angel fly over you or your house, 
signifies joy, consolation, benediction, and good news, and 
shows increase of honor and authority. 


Angling. To dream that you are angling betokens much afflic- 
tion and trouble in seeking for something you desire to get. 


Apes. To dream you have seen, or had anything to do with 
them, signifies malicious, weak, strange, and secret enemies; 
also malefactors and deceivers. 
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Back. To dream you see your back, betokens some unhappiness, 
for the back and all the hinder parts signify old-age; there- 
fore, as a man thinks his hinder parts to be, so shall he be in 
his age. To dream a man’s back is broken, hurt, or disfig- 
ured, shows his enemies will get the better of him, and that 
he will be scoffed at by all persons. To dream of the back- 
bone signifies health and joy, and domestic comfort and 
prosperity. 

Bagpipes. To dream that you play upon bagpipes signifies trou- 
ble, contention, and being overthrown at law. 

Barley-bread. To dream of eating barley-bread signifies health 
and content. 

Basilisk. When you dream of woman that she is delivered of a 
basilisk instead of a child, it is a bad hieroglyphic, and be- 
tokens no good to the dreamer; and he ought heartily to 
recommend himself to the Divine Being, that he would pre- 
serve him, and avert those misfortunes that threaten him. 
And if it be a woman that has such a dream, many authors 
—Anselmus Julianus in particular, who is an author to whom 
great regard ought to be had— affirm that she shall have very 
good success and comfort, shall be rich and generally be- 
loved, and shall prosper in all her undertakings. 

Beard. To dream you have a beard long, thick, and unhand- 
some, is of a good signification to an orator, or an ambas- 
sador, lawyer, philosopher, or any who desires to speak 
well, or .to learn arts and sciences. If one dreams he hath a 
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comely beard, it shows he shall be pleasant in his discourse, 
find out the intricacies of the matter proposed, and prosper 
in his undertakings. If a maid dreams that she hath a beard, 
she will be speedily matched to her content. If she be a 
married woman, such a dream threatens her with the loss 
of her husband, or that she shall be separated from him, and 
constrained to govern her house singly as if she were a man. 
If it be a woman with child that so dreams, it shows she shall 
have a son. If a widow woman dreams she hath a beard, she 
shall have a husband who shall be kind and bountiful. If she 
be at law, it shows she shall persevere in her opinion; and, 
bearing a high mind, regard her honor, and vindicate it 
as if she were a man. To a young child this dream is death; 
but to him who is now in his youth, beginning to have a 
beard, it is a sign he shall rise by himself, and put himself 
forward, of what estate soever he be. If one dreams that he 
hath lost his beard, or that somebody hath pulled it up by 
the roots or shaved it, it denotes loss of relations, estates, and 
honor. To dream that one hath a great heart, in a young 
man betokeneth wisdom; in an old man length of years; but 
in a woman that she shall be a furious vixen, and wear the 
breeches. 

Bees. To dream of bees is good and bad: good, if they sting not; 
but bad, if they sting the party dreaming, for then they sig- 
nify enemies. And therefore to dream that bees fly about 
your ears, shows your being beset with many enemies; but 
if you beat them off without being stung by them, it is a 
sign of victory and of your overcoming them. To dream of 
sfeeing bees, signifies profit to country people, and trouble 
to the rich; yet to dream that they make their honey fai any 
part of a house or tenement, signifies to the occupier dig- 
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nity, eloquence, and good success in business. But to dream 
you are stung by a bee signifies vexation and trouble. To 
take bees signifies profit and gain. To dream of bees is good 
to ploughmen, and to such as thereby get profit. To others 
they signify trouble by reason of the noise they make; and 
wounds by reason of their sting, and sickness by reason of 
their honey and wax. 

Bells. To dream that one hears ringing of bells, if of a sanguine 
complexion, brings him good news; but to .others it shows 
alarms, murmurings, disturbances, and commotions among 
citizens. To dream one plays tunes on small bells signifies 
discord and disunion between subjects and servants. To 
dream you pull a rope of the bell, and see a spirit keep it 
from ringing, shows trouble and molestation; and if it be a 
parson that is the dreamer, it shows he shall meet with some 
disturbance in his preaching. 

Bittern, To dream of a Bittern, which is a night bird, is a bad 
omen. 

Bleeding. To dream of bleeding at the nose signifies loss of 
goods, and decay of riches to those who are phlegmatic and 
melancholy; but to the choleric and sanguine, it signifies 
health and joy. 

Boots. To dream that one is wdl booted or hath good boots on, 
signifies honor and profit by servants. 

Brow. To dream that you have a brow of brass, copper, marble, 
or iron, ijignifies irreconcilable hatred against your enemies. 
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Buried. For a man to dream that he is buried and interred, sig- 
nifies he shall have as much wealth as he hath earth laid over 
him. 


C 

Cards. To dream one plays at cards or dice, signifies deceit and 
craft, and that he is in danger of losing his estate by some 
wicked person. And yet playing at cards, tables, or any 
other game in a dream, shows the party shall be very fortu- 
nate, if the tables allude to love; for love is the table, fancy 
the point that stands open, and he that dreams of table- 
playing shall be a great gamester as well with Joan as my 
lady. 

Cat. If anyone dreams that he hath encountered a cat or killed 
one, he will commit a thief to prison and prosecute him to 
the death; for the cat signifies a common thief. If he dreams 
that he eats cat’s flesh, he will have the goods of the thief 
that robbed him: if he dream he hath the skin, then he will 
have all the thief’s goods. If anyone dreams he fought with 
a cat that scratched him sorely, that denotes some sickness 
or affliction. If any shall dream that a woman was delivered 
of a cat, instead of a well-shaped child, it is a bad hiero- 
glyphic, and betokens no good to the dreamer. Also the cat 
signifies a person of loose morals. 

Caterpillars. To dream you see caterpillars signifies ill-luck 
and misfortunes from secret enemies. 

Cheese. To dream you eat cheese signifies profit and gain. 

Chickens. To dream of a hen and her chickens signifies loss and 
damage. 
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Clavicord. To dream one plays, or sees another play upon a 
clavicord, shows the death of relations or funeral obsequies. 

Coalpits. To dream of being in the bottom of coalpits signifies 
matching with a widow; for he that marries her must be a 
continual drudge, and yet shall never sound the depth of her 
policies. 

Comedy. To dream you see a comedy, farce, or some other rec- 
reation, signifies good success in business. 

Command. To dream you command one signifies trouble; to 
dream you see one command signifies anger and authority. 

Confections. To dream that one makes confections and sweet- 
meats betokens pleasure and profit. 

Corns, For a man to dream that his flesh is full of corns, shows he 
will grow rich proportionably to the corns. 

Countenance. To dream you see a comely countenance, unlike 
your own, signifies honor. 

Crown. To dream of having a crown of gold on your head sig- 
nifies the friendship of your liege; and the dreamer will be 
honored by many persons, and will have many gifts. 


D 

Dairy. To dream of being in a dairy, showeth the dreamer to be 
of a milk-sop nature. 
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Dead-folks. To dream of talking with dead-folks is a good, aus- 
picious dream, and signifies a boldness of courage, and a 
very clear conscience. 

Deer. To dream of hunting deer signifies going to law or to the 
wars, or falling out with your best friend upon a slight oc- 
casion. 

Devil. To dream that one has seen the devil, and that he is tor- 
mented, or otherwise much terrified, signifies that the 
dreamer is in danger of being checked and punished by his 
sovereign prince, or some magistrate. And quite contrarily, 
if he dreams he strikes the devil, or some person he believes 
to be possessed, and fancies he overcomes him, it is a sign 
he that dreams thus shall overcome his enemies with glory 
and satisfaction. If any dream that he sees the devil, it is a 
very bad sign, for such a vision cannot bring along with it 
any good tidings; to the sick it foretells death, and to the 
healthful it signifies melancholy, anger, tumults, and violent 
sickness. If any dream the devil speaks to him, it signifies 
temptation, deceit, treachery, despair, and sometimes the 
ruin and death of him that dreams. To dream that one is 
carried away by the devil, is a worse dream; and yet no 
dream delights the dreamer so much as this, for being 
awaked he is ravished with joy that he is freed from so 
great an evil; for which he ought to return thanks to God, 
and beg of him that he would be pleased to send him his 
good angel to guard him, and fight against that wicked 
spirit which stands always sentinel to surprise us. To dream 
you see the devil as he is drawn by painters, and poets, viz. 
black and hideous, with horns, claws, and a great tail, sig- 
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nifies torment and despair. To dream you see yourself with 
the devil, signifies gain. 

Divine Service. To dream you go to Divine service, signifies 
honor and joy. 

Dragons. To dream you see a dragon, is a sign that you shall see 
some great lord your master, or a magistrate; it signifies also 
riches and treasure. 

Drink. To drink warm water is bad; to drink muddy water is 
very bad; to drink clear water is a good sign; to drink thick 
wine is very good; to drink white wine signifies health; to 
drink milk is an exceedingly good sign; to drink vinegar 
signifies discomfort. 

Drunkards. To dream one is drunk, is very bad for all, for it 
signifieth great folly. It is only good to such as are in fear; 
for drunkards doubt or fear nothing. To dream one is drunk 
is increase of estate, and recovery of health; but when one 
dreams he is drunk, without drinking any wine, it is an ill 
omen, and he runs the hazard of being disgraced by some 
bad action, and of being punished by law. If a man dreams 
he is drunk with sack, muscatel, or some other sweet and 
pleasant drink, it is a sign he will be beloved by some great 
lords, and grow rich thereby. If a man dreams he is drunk 
and vomits, he will run the hazard of losing his estate by 
the violence of his prince, who will force him to an account 
of his means ill-gotten; or if he be a gamester, he will lose all 
he hath formerly won. If anyone dreams that being drunk, 
he is very much pained at heart and in his viscera, it shows 
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that his domestics or servants will rob him of his money, oi 
destroy his fortune without his knowledge. If a man dreams 
he is drunk with pure water, he will boast causelessly of his 
wealth, and vaunt of another person’s strength. 

E 

Eagle. To dream that an eagle is seen in some high place, is a 
good sign to those that undertake some weighty business, 
and especially to soldiers. If one dream that an eagle lights 
upon his head, it signifies death to the dreamer; and the same 
if he dreams that he is carried into the air by an eagle. 
If a woman dreams that she brings forth an eagle, it por- 
tends that the child she goes withal will be a great person, 
and have many persons under his command. If one dreams 
that he sees a dead eagle, it signifies death to great peers, 
and profit to the poor. To see an eagle flying over a stone 
or a tree, or in a high place, is good for those which would 
undertake business; but to those who are in fear, it is evil; 
also it signifies the return of him that is in a far country. 
And if his flight be far, and at ease and pleasure, it is good, 
and signifieth that the business shall have an end, but not so 
soon. An eagle flying strongly, and falling upon the head of 
him that dreameth, certainly signifies to kings, princes, and 
mighty and rich personages, death; but to the poor it is 
good, for they shall be welcome and received of all rich 
men, from whom they shall receive great profit. Oftentimes 
it causeth changing one’s country, and going to another 
nation. The eagle threatening, signifieth the threatening of 
some great personage. But to dream of his being gentle, or 
giving anything, or to dream that he spake, hath been 
found a good dream by experience. To see an eagle that is 
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dead is good for a servant and him that is in fear, for it de- 
notes the death of the master and threatener; and unto 
others it shows that a stop shall be put to their affairs, for a 
dead eagle can do nothing. 

Earthworms. To dream of earthworms signifies secret enemies 
that endeavor to ruin and destroy us; and that this shall 
be effected by misers and covetous persons, who are the 
mere worms of the earth. 

Eat. To dream of eating human flesh signifies labor and dis- 
tress; to eat lard or salt signifies murmuring; to eat cheese 
signifies gain and profit; to eat apples signifies anger. 

Eggs. To dream of eggs signifies gain and profit, especially to 
physicians, painters, and to those which sell and trade with 
them. To others it is good to have little store of them; for 
plenty of them signifies care, pain, noise, and lawsuits. To 
dream you see broken eggs is a very ill sign, and signifies loss 
to the party dreaming. 

Evil Spirits. To dream that evil spirits obstruct your doing good 
under the show of devotion, shows you shall be obstructed 
in your affairs by a hypocrite, who shall be a priest. And if 
you dream that you see hideous physiognomies, things more 
than vulgar shall be revealed to you. 

Eyebrows. To dream the eyebrows are hairy and of a good 
grace, is good to all, especially to women; but the eyebrows 
naked, and without hair, signifieth to all ill-success in busi- 
ness, and to some single combats and grief. If anyone dreams 
his eyebrpws are more comely and large than they used to 
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be, it is a sign that he will be honored and esteemed by afl 
persons, and that he will prosper in courtship and grow 
rich. 


F 

Face, To dream you see a fresh, taking, smiling face and coun- 
tenance, is a sign of friendship and joy. To dream you see a 
meager, pale face, is a sign of trouble, poverty, and death. 
To dream one washes his face denotes repentance for sin; 
a black face signifies long life. 

Falcon. To dream a man carries a falcon upon his fist and walks 
with it, signifies honor. Also the falcon and the kite sig- 
nify thieves and robbers. 

Fields. To dream of fields and pleasant places, shows to a man 
that he will marry a discreet, chaste, and beautiful wife, 
and that she will bear him very handsome children. And to a 
woman it betokens a loving and prudent husband, by whom 
she shall have beautiful children. 

Figs. To dream that you see figs in season, is a good dream, and 
signifies joy and pleasure; but out of season, the contrary. 

Filberts. To dream of filberts is trouble and anger. 

Firebrands, To dream you hold firebrands and torches by night 
is good, especially to young folk, to whom it often signi- 
fieth love with pleasure and effect. But to see another hold a 
firebrand, is ill to those that would be secret. 
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Fire from Heaven. 

When thou dreamest fire from Heaven is sent, 

Some extraordinary thing is meant; 

A king or prince that often dreameth so 
Will in his country find both war and woe. 

Flies. To dream you see a swarm of flies signifies enemies and 
unreasonable persons that will scandalize you. To dream 
that you shut in flies, and that you kill them, is good to all 
except to countrymen and ploughmen. 

Fools. For a man to dream that he is a fool is good to him who 
would undertake any business; for fools and madmen do 
that which comes into their brain. It is good also for mar- 
shals and sheriffs, who would have authority over the 
people; for they shall have great honor and repute. It is 
also good for those who would govern and teach children; 
for children do willingly follow fools. It is also good for 
the poor, for they shall have goods; for fools catch on all 
sides and all hands. To the sick it is health, for folly makes 
men go and come, not sleep and rest. 

Fowling. For a man to dream he goes fowling with his gun, 
and kills good store of game, shows he shall reap great ad- 
vantage by his calling, and according to the game he takes 
or kills so shall his profit be in his calling; if he kills much 
game, his profit shall be great, but if little, the less; and the 
signification is the same if you dream of fishing. 

Fruit. To dream of fruit has a different interpretation, accord- 
ing to what the fruit is. Apples show long life and success; 
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a boy to a woman with child; cheerfulness in your sweet- 
heart, and riches in trade. Cherries indicate disappointment 
in love, and vexation in the married state. 

Frous. To dream of frogs is good for them that live upon the 
commons. “I knew a man,” says Artemidorus, “who 
dreamed that he beat with his fist, and the knuckles or 
joints of his fingers, upon frogs, and it so happened that 
his master gave him authority over all the affairs of his 
house; so that one must think that the pond represents the 
house, the frogs the inhabitants, and the striking of his 
fingers the commandment.” But as to frogs in general, 
they signify flatterers, indifferent and ignorant babblers, 
abusers, and praters. 

Funeral. To dream that one goes to the funeral and interment 
of any of his relations or friends, or of some great lord, is 
a good sign to the dreamer, who is betokened thereby to 
get an estate by means of his relations, or else marry a for- 
tune to his content. 


G 

Garden. To dream of walking in a garden and gathering here 
and there a flower, shows a person to be much given to 
pride and arrogancy, and to have high thoughts of him or 
herself. To dream of seeing fair gardens shows a man will 
marry a chaste and beautiful wife, for gardens are strictly 
enclosed. 

Geese. To dream you hear the cackling of ge^e signifies profit, 
assurance, and dispatch of business. 
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Gelding. To dream you see a gelding signifies accusation. 

Gibberish. For a man to dream he hears gibberish shows he shall 
have to do with gypsies, rogues, and common beggars. 

Glebe. To dream a man has much glebe-land adjoining to his 
house is good for a clergyman, for it shows he shall sud- 
denly obtain a good benefice. 

Gloves. To dream one has gloves on his hands signifies honor 
and safety. 

Goats. Though, according to Artemidorus, to dream of goats 
signifies no good, but is worst of all to navigators: yet, ac- 
cording to other authors, to dream of she-goats is a sign 
of wealth and plenty. 

God. To dream that we worship God, and call upon Him, gives 
to the soul the highest joy; and to dream that we receive 
pure gifts from Him is a good dream, and shows great 
health to those that dream so; but to dream of receiving 
impure gifts from Him signifies diseases, misery, and woe. 

Gold. To dream your clothes are embroidered with gold signi- 
fies joy and honor. If a man dreams that he gathers up gold 
and silver, that signifies deceit and loss. If anyone dreams 
that his pockets are full of gold, it betokeneth that he shall 
receive but little money. To dream one hath a crown of 
gold upon his head signifies favor with his sovereign, and 
that he shall be honored and feared by many. For a man 
to dream that he hath found gold and cannot tell where to 
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hide it, or that he is afraid to be taken with it, shows he will 
have a wife who shall rob his purse and take away all his 
money while he is asleep. 

Good. To dream that we do good to anyone, signifies jollity 
and pleasure; and to dream that others do us good, is profit 
and gain. 

Grapes. To dream of eating grapes at any time signifies cheer- 
fulness and profit. To tread grapes signifies the overthrow 
of enemies. To gather white grapes signifies gain, but to 
dream of gathering black grapes signifies damage. 

Grave. If a man dreams that he is put into a grave and buried, 
it presageth he will die in a mean condition; yet some be- 
lieve (grounded on experience) that to dream that one is 
dead and buried signifieth he that hath such a dream shall 
recover an estate according to the quantity of earth that is 
laid upon him. 

H 

Hail. To dream of hail signifies sorrow and trouble, and some- 
times that the most hidden secrets shall be revealed and 
made known. To dream of great and long-continued hail, 
attended with tempest and thunder, signifies afflictions, 
troubles, dangers, losses, and perils; though to the poorer 
sort such dreams signify repose, for during storms they are 
shut up and at rest. 

Hanging or Hanged. If anyone dreams that by sentence or 
judgment he was condemned to be hanged, and dreams also 
that the sentence was really executed, he will be dignified 
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according to the height of the gibbet or tree whereon he 
was hanged. But if the dreamer be sick or afflicted, he will be 
freed from his disease, and in the end have joy and content- 
ment. If anyone dreams he condemned another to be 
hanged, that signifies he will be angry with him whom he 
imagined he condemned, but in a small time after he will 
place him in honor and dignity, which he will abuse. Ac- 
cording to the interpretations of the Persians and the Egyp- 
tians, he that dreams he is hanged by sentence of law, will 
be rich, honored, and respected. If anyone dreams that 
he has eated the flesh of a man hanged, he will be enriched 
by some person, but it will be by some foul practice and 
some secret crime. If anyone dreams that, being about to 
be hanged, he was delivered, and came down to the bottom 
of the gibbet, that person will lose his estate and dignity. 

Harpies. To dream you see harpies, which are infernal crea- 
tures, half women and half serpents, or else furies, such as 
the poets feign them to be, signifies tribulation and pains 
occasioned by envious persons, and such as seek our ruin, 
shame, or death, by mischief and treachery. 

Hart. If anyone dreams he killed a hart, and that he had the 
head and skin, it signifies that he will inherit the estate of 
some old man, or that he will overcome fugitive, deceitful, 
timorous, and irresolute enemies. To see a hart running, 
shows great wealth got by subtlety. 

Hat. To dream that your hat is broken, or fallen off, means 
damage and dishonor. 

Heaven. To dream of heaven, and that you ascend up thither, 
signifies grandeur and glory. 
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Hell. A dream that one sees hell as it is described, and that he 
hears the damned souls groan and complain through the 
extremity of their torments, is an advertisement that God 
sends to the dreamer to the end that he may throw himself 
upon God’s mercy. If anyone dreams he sees the damned 
plunged in the fire and flames of hell, and that they suffer 
great torture, it signifies sadness, repentance, and a melan- 
cholic distemper. To dream of descending into hell, and 
returning thence, to those that are great and rich signifies 
misfortune; but it is a good sign to the poor and weak. 

Holy Virgin. To dream that one speaks to the Holy Virgin 
signifies consolation, recovery of health, and all good for- 
tune. 

Hunger. To dream one is extraordinarily hungry, and that his 
appetite craves sustenance, shows that he will be ingenious, 
laborious, and eager in getting an estate, and that he will 
grow rich in proportion to the greatness of his hunger. 

Hydra. To dream you see a serpent, or seven-headed hydra, 
signifies sin and temptation. 

Hyssop. To dream that you smell hyssop signifies labor, 
trouble, sickness, and weakness. From this rule physicians 
only are to be excepted, to whom such dreams are pro- 
pitious. 


I 

Idiot. If anyone dreams that he is turned idiot, and mad, and 
is guilty of public extravagancies, he shall be long-lived, a 
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favorite with his prince, and shall gain pleasure and profit 
by the people. 

Infernal Things. If anyone dreams that he sees the devil, or 
any other infernal spirit or representation, it is a very bad 
dream, bringing along with it to them that are sick, death; 
and to the healthful, melancholy, anger, tumults, and 
violent sickness. 

Iron. For one to dream that he sees himself hurt with iron signi- 
fies that he shall receive some damage. To dream that one 
trades with a stranger in iron, signifies to the dreamer losses 
and misfortune. 


J 

Jaws. The jaws represent cellars, shops, and other things used 
to keep merchandise or other goods, so that if we dream our 
jaws suffer any harm, we may expect some loss in the things 
represented by them. 

Jollity. To dream of joy and festivals by night is good for such 
as would marry, or make marriages, and for such as seek 
company and affinity. To the poor it is a sign of good; to 
the sad and fearful an end of heaviness and fear, for none 
spend the night in dancing, good cheer, and mirth, but those 
that are joyful. To persons of evil morals it is the revelation 
of their deeds; to the rich and wealthy, trouble and divulga- 
tion. 


K 

Keys. To dream that you lose your keys signifies anger. To 
dream you have a bunch of keys, and that you give them 
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to those that desire them of you, shows great good to poor 
captives, for it implies that shortly they shall gain their 
liberty. A key seen in a dream, to him who would marry 
significth a good and handsome wife, and a good house- 
keeper. It is cross to a traveler, for it signifieth he shall be 
put back and hindered and not received. It is good for such 
as would take in hand other men’s business. 

Kill. To dream you kill a man signifies assuredness of business; 
to dream you kill your father, is a bad sign; to dream you 
are killed, denotes loss to him who has killed you. 

Kite. To dream of seeing a kite, shows you shall be in danger 
of robbers. 

Knave. For a man to dream that himself is a knave, is a sign 
that he shall grow rich; but for a man to dream that he has 
to do, or is connected with knaves, shows he shall have 
many lawsuits. 

Knives. For a man to dream that he sees knives, shows he shall 
be engaged with some of his friends and acquaintance in a 
very hot contest and quarrel; but that after a few hot words 
all shall be pacified, and they shall be good friends again. 


Labor. To dream that a woman is in labor, and that she brings 
forth a child that is dead, or else none at all, though she has 
suflFered much pain and anguish in her labor, shows that 
the party so dreaming shall labor much for that which 
they shall never bring to pass. But though her labor be 
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hard, if the dream is to the effect that she brings forth a 
living child, it shows that the party so dreaming shall effect 
their business, though not without great toil and trouble. 

Ladder. The ladder is a sign of traveling; the steps are advance- 
ment: but some say they are danger. To dream that you 
ascend a ladder, signifies honor; but to dream that you 
descend a ladder, betokeneth damage. 

Lantern. He that dreams he sees a lantern with a light in it ex- 
tinguished or darkened— that signifies unto him sadness, 
sickness, and poverty. 

Law. As to matters of law, to him that dreams of places of plead- 
ing, judges, attorneys, proctors, or other persons concerned 
in the law, it signifies trouble, anger, expense, and revealing 
of secrets. And if the sick man dreams he obtains his suit, 
he shall come to better estate; but if otherwise, he shall 
die. And if he which is at law dreams that he sits in the 
judge’s seat, he shall not be overthrown, but rather his 
adversary. A physician seen in a dream by him who is at 
law, signifies the same with attorneys and proctors. 

Leaping. To dream of leaping demonstrates an active and merry 
disposition. 

Leeks. To dream of leeks signifies a discovery of secret and 
domestic jars. 

Lentils. To dream of lentils signifies corruption. 

Light. He that dreams he is in a ship, and sees a clear light afar 
off, shall Ije assured of a fair wind, and receive no damage 
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by tempests, but arrive happily at his desired haven. When 
one dreams that he holds a burning light in his hands in the 
night, it is a good sight, and chiefly to those who are young; 
for it signifies that they shall prosper in love, accomplish 
their designs, overcome their enemies, and gain honor and 
goodwill from all persons. To dream you see a burning 
light in the hands of another, signifies that the mischief done 
will be discovered, and the party punished. 


Linen. To dream you are dressed in clean linen, denotes that 
you will shortly receive some glad tidings; if it is dirty, 
then it denotes poverty, a prison, and disappointment in 
love, with the loss of something valuable. 


Lion. To dream that you see a lion signifies you shall discourse 
with the king or some great captain, or other valiant war- 
rior. If any dreams he combats with a lion, it signifies a 
quarrel, and that he shall engage with some resolute ad- 
versary; and if he dreamed he came off victorious, it shall 
certainly be so. If anyone dreams that he hath found the 
skin, liver, or marrow of a lion— if he that dreamt it be a 
king, he will find the treasure of his enemies; if he be a 
vulgar person, he will suddenly grow rich. The Queen 
Olympias, being big with Alexander the Great, dreamed 
that l^ng Philip, her husband, had sealed up her womb 
with a seal engraven with a lion, which did prognosticate 
the valor, magnanimity, and conquests of the said Alex- 
ander. The lioness signifies the same as the lion, only less 
good and less hurt, and that not by men but by women. “I 
have also known by a dream of a lioness tearing or bit- 
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ing,” says Artemidorus, “that rich personages have fallen 
into crimes and accusations.” 

Lizard. To dream that a man sees a lizard signifies ill luck, and 
misfortune by secret enemies. 

Logs. To dream that one is cleaving of logs is a sign that strangers 
shall come to the house of the party dreaming, or that he 
is an arrant cotquean. 

Looking or Looking-glass. To dream of looking down from 
high places, or out of windows, or being in a high garret, 
shows an ambitious mind, curious desires, wandering imagi- 
nation, and confused thoughts. To dream of looking in a 
glass, in married folks, betokens children; in young folks, 
sweethearts. For as the glass does respresent their likeness, 
so does love show them their like in affection. For a young 
woman to dream that she looks in a glass and there sees her 
own face, esteeming it to be very handsome, shows her to 
have a great opinion of her own beauty. Also for one to 
dream that he sees himself in the water is death to the 
dreamer, or to some familiar friend of his. 

Lord. To dream you discourse with a great lord, or that you 
go into any place with him, signifies honor. 

Lost and Losing. For a woman to dream she has lost her 
wedding-ring, signifies she has but small love for her hus- 
band; but if she dreams she has found it again, it is a sign 
her love is not wholly lost. And if a man dream of losing 
his shoes, and then his feet are bare, if he be of a sanguine 
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complexion, it signifies he shall meet with reproaches, 
especially if he dreams it in the first day of the new moon. 


Mace. To dream of mace (the spice so called) is very good, 
because mace comforts the heart. 

Mace Bearer. To dream that one carries or bears the mace be- 
fore the king or chief governor, shows that the dreamer is 
to arrive at great honor in a little time. 

Mallows. To dream of eating mallows signifies exemption from 
trouble and dispatch of business, because this herb renders 
the body soluble. 

Manure. To dream that a man manures or cultivates earth, 
signifies melancholy to those that are not of such a con- 
dition; but to laborers it signifies gain and a good crop. 

Mare. If any man dreams he sees a young, generous mare come 
into his house, well harnessed, it is a sign that he is to be 
suddenly married to a beautiful, young, and rich gentle- 
woman, that will be delightful and comfortable to him. If 
it be an ill-shapen mare, without saddle, that denotes a maid- 
servant who will be disadvantageous to him. 

Marrow. If anyone dreams he hath found the marrow of a 
homed beast, it denotes that the party so dreaming shall 
enjoy the goods and estate of some person of quality, who 
shall make him his heir; for the horns signify dignity and 
sovereignty, and therefore in dreams horns are put to repre- 
sent crowns. 
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Marry. To dream that you marry signifies damage, sickness, 
melancholy, and sometimes death. If a sick person so dream, 
it is an evident token of death. 

Mason. To dream you build a house, or play the mason, signifies 
molestation, loss, sickness, or death, and is a very unhappy 
dream. 

Meat. To dream you see the meat you have already eaten, signi- 
fies loss and damage to the dreamer. 

Midwife. To dream you see a midwife is a revealing of secrets, 
and signifies hurt. It is death to the sick, for she always 
pulleth out that which is contained from her which con- 
taineth it, and layeth it on the ground. To those which are 
kept by force, to dream of a midwife signifies liberty. If 
a woman that is not with child dreameth of seeing her, it 
fore-showeth she will have a fit of sickness, of long con- 
tinuance. 

Monster. To see a monster or monstrous fish in the sea, is not 
good; but out of the sea every fish and great monster is 
good, because then they can hurt no more, or save them- 
selves. And therefore, besides that our dream signifies that 
our enemies cannot hurt us, it saith moreover that the 
wicked shall be punished. 

Mountains. To dream of mountains, valleys, woods, and plains, 
indicates heaviness, fears, and troubles; stripes to servants 
and malefactors, and hurt to the rich. It is always better to 
cross over them, and not to stay there, than to slumber by 
the way. To dream you ascend a very high mountain, signi- 
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fies honor. If any dream that a mountain is fallen upon a 
valley, it signifies that some great lord will oppress and 
destroy good men. If you dream that when you arrive at 
the top of the mountain you catch a fall, and yet get no 
hurt thereby, it shows that though in your business you 
shall meet with some cross, yet you shall overcome it with- 
out damage. 

Muck. To dream of muck or dung is generally said to denote 
good. But this is certain, that to dream of muck is a certain 
sign that thou shalt be invited to a feast. 

Mulberry Tree. If one dreams he sees a mulberry tree, it sig- 
nifies an increase, with abundance of goods and children. 

Mule. To dream of the mule signifies malice and foolish imagi- 
nations. Artemidorus is of opinion that to dream of mules 
is good for all works, especially husbandry, only they cross 
weddings and increase; but to dream that mules are savage 
and mad, and that they do any hurt, argues deceit by some 
of our own house or subjects. “To dream that a mule car- 
ries books upon his back, and that those to whom they 
belong are divided, is a sign that the person so dreaming 
shall be disturbed in his devotions the next morning,” says 
a nameless author. 

Music. To dream you hear melodious music, which is even 
ready to ravish your ear, signifies that the party dreaming 
shall suddenly hear some very acceptable news, with which 
he shall be greatly delighted. But if people dream that they 
hear harsh, discordant notes, and ill-tuned music, it signi- 
fies the contrary; and they shall soon meet with such tidings 
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as they do not care to hear. To dream that one hears charm- 
ing music on a sudden, and yet cannot tell whence it comes, 
shows the party dreaming shall suddenly be surprised with 
some unexpected happiness. 

N 

Nag. To dream that you ride on a white, gray, or dappled nag, 
signifies prosperity. 

Nails. To dream your nails are grown long is very good, and 
denotes riches, prosperity, and happiness, great success in 
love, a good industrious husband or wife, and dutiful chil- 
dren; it also foretells that you will suddenly receive a sum 
of money that will be of great use to you. 

Navel. If anyone dreams that he hath a pain in his navel, if the 
grief be great he shall receive bad news of his father and 
mother, who will be in danger of death. If he hath neither 
father nor mother, he will lose his estate that came to him 
by father and mother, in the same proportion as the pain is, 
or else will be forced to forsake his native country. 

Navew-gentle. To dream of eating the French navew-gentle 
denotes vain hope. 

Neck. To dream of the neck signifies power, honor, riches, 
and inheritances. And every carbuncle, malady, or imper- 
fection about the neck, head, or beard, signifies sickness 
indifferently to all. 

Nettles. To dream of nettles, and that you sting yourself with 
them, shows that you will venture hard for what you desire 
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to obtain. And if young folks dream thus, it shows they are 
m love, and are willing to take a nettle, though they be 
stung thereby. 

Night Birds. To dream of any sort of night birds, as the owlet, 
the great owl, bittern, and bat, is ominous; and Anselmus 
Julianus advises those who have such dreams to undertake 
no business on the day following. 

Nightingale. To dream of this pretty warbler is the fore- 
runner of joyful news, great success in business, of plentiful 
crops, and of a sweet-tempered lover. For a married woman 
to dream of a nightingale, shows that she will have children 
who will be great singers. It signifieth also good work, and 
principally weddings and music, and promiseth a house- 
wifely wife. 

Nightmare. To dream of being ridden by the nightmare is a 
sign that a woman so dreaming shall be suddenly after 
married; and that a man shall be ridden and domineered 
over by a fool. 

Nose. To dream one has a fair and great nose is good to all; 
for it signifies subtlety of sense, providence in affairs, and 
acquaintance with great personages. But to dream one has 
no nose, signifies the contrary; and to a sick man death, for 
dead men’s heads have no nose. If anyone dreams his nose 
is longer than ordinary, he will become rich and powerful, 
provident and subtile, and be well received among grandees. 
To dream one has two noses signifies discord and quarrels, 
especially with his domestic kindred. If one dreams that his 
nose is grown so big that it is hideous to the sight, he will 
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live in prosperity and abundance, but never gain the love 
of the people. If anyone dreams his nose is stopped, so that 
he hath lost his scent— if he be a king, he is in some imminent 
danger from him that hath the greatest authority about his 
person. If it be a private person, he is in danger of being 
deceived by his wife, who will commit herself with one of 
the servants. 

Nosegay. To dream of gathering and making nosegays is un- 
lucky, showing that our best hopes shall wither as flowers 
do in a nosegay. To dream of garlands is very good in the 
spring, but bad in the other seasons. 

Nut Trees. To dream that you see nut-trees, and that you 
crack and eat their fruit, signifies riches and content, gained 
with labor and pains. To dream that you find nuts that 
have been hid signifies you will find some treasure. 


O 

Oak. To dream that one sees a stately oak signifies to the dreamer 
riches, profit, and long life. 

Office. To dream that one is deposed and put out of his ofiice, 
estate, place or dignity, is ill to the dreamer; and if he be 
sick, it shows he shall quickly die. 

Oil. To dream of being anointed with oil, is good for all women, 
except those that are wicked; but for men it is ill, and 
signifies shame, except those who are accustomed to use it, 
as surgeons, painters, oilmen, and the like. 
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Old Woman. To dream that you arc courted by an old woman, 
and marry her, shows that you shall have good luck in 
prosecuting your affairs, and yet not without some re- 
proaches from the world. 

Olive Tree. To dream you see an olive tree with olives, de- 
notes peace, delight, concord, liberty, dignity, and fruition 
of your desires. In dreams the olive tree signifies the wife 
principally, and liberty; and therefore it is good to dream 
that it is flourishing well, and bearing fair and ripe fruit in 
season. To dream you beat olives down is good for all but 
servants. 

Onions. To dream of these useful vegetables denotes a mixture 
of good and ill luck. If you are eating them, you will re- 
ceive some money, recover some lost or stolen thing, or 
discover some hidden treasure; your sweetheart will be 
faithful, but of a cross temper. It also denotes attacks from 
thieves and a failure of crops. If you are gathering onions, 
it betokens the receipt of some unexpected news of a joyful 
kind, the recovery of some sick person of your family, or 
a speedy removal from your present situation. 

Orchards. To dream of orchards, gardens, and flowery places 
is an emblem of pleasure; and if you dream that they 
abound with good fruit, it signifies abundance of riches and 
plenty; and if you dream also of many fountains in them, 
they signify pleasure and delight, with great store of wit. 
If you dream the trees be barren, it signifies the contrary. 

Organs. To dream that you hear the sound of organs signifies 
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Oxen. The ox in dreams signifies a profitable servant to his 
master, and shows the subject shall be brought under the 
yoke of obedience. If a man dream that he sees fat oxen, it 
denotes a year of plenty; but if they be poor and lean, it 
threatens a year of scarcity and famine. To dream you sec 
oxen plowing in the field is gain. 

Oysters. To dream of opening and eating oysters shows great 
hunger, which the party dreaming shall suddenly sustain; 
or else that he shall take great pains for his living, as they 
do that open oysters. 

P 

Palm. If one dreams that he sees or smells the palm, it signifies 
amity, prosperity, abundance, and good success in his 
enterprises. If it be a woman that dreams so, she shall bear 
children; if it be a maid, she will suddenly be married. 

Paper. To dream you write on paper, signifies an accusation 
made against you. To dream you read a paper, signifies 
news. To dream you blot or tear your paper, signifies the 
well-ordering of your business. 

Partridges. To dream one sees partridges is a sign that a man 
shall have to do with women that are malicious, ungrateful, 
and void of conscience. 

Peaches. To dream of peaches, bastard peaches, and such kinds 
of fruit, in season, denotes to him that dreams he sees or 
eats them, content, health, and pleasure. 

Peas. To dream of peas well boiled denotes good success and 
expeditio/i of business. 
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Perfumes. If anyone dreams he perfumes his head with oils, 
essence, or sweet-scented powders, that signifies that he 
who dreams hath too great an opinion of himself, and will 
be haughty and vain-glorious in his demeanor to his as- 
sociates. If it be a woman, she will deceive her husband and 
wear the breeches. 

Pictures. To dream one draws pictures is pleasure without 
profit. 

Pies. To dream one makes pies is joy and profit. 

Pigeons. To dream you see pigeons is a good sign; to wit, that 
you will have content and delights at home, and success in 
affairs abroad. To dream you see a white pigeon flying, 
which is taken in the sacred writings for the hieroglyphic 
of the Holy Ghost, signifies consolation, devotion, and 
good success in undertakings, provided they are such as 
are for the glory of God and the good of our neighbors. 
Wild pigeons signify dissolute women, and tame pigeons 
denote honest women and matrons. 

Pine Tree. To dream you see a pine tree denotes idleness and 
remissness. 

Plough. To dream of a plough is good for marriage, courtship, 
and such like affairs; but it requireth some time to bring 
them to perfection. 

Polecat. To dream a man has a polecat, shows he will love 
some ill-favored woman, by whom he will be bewitched 
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Poverty. To dream of being in necessity signifies some good to 
one; and yet this dream brings no good, but signifies cross- 
fortune to those which make commodity of their tongue 
and fair speech. 

Precipices. To dream that one sees great and steep precipices, 
and that one falls over them, signifies that he that dreams 
will suffer much injury and hazard of his person, and his 
goods be in danger by fire. 

Prescribe. To dream that one prescribes medicine to the sick 
signifies profit and felicity. 

Q 

Quagmire. To dream one is fallen into a quagmire shows the 
party dreaming shall meet with such obstructions in his 
affairs as shall be very difficult to overcome. 

Quails. To dream of quails signifies bad news from sea, debates, 
quarrels, piracy, ambuscades, and treachery. 

Queen. To dream that you see the king or queen signifies 
honor, joy, and much prosperity. 

Quick. For a woman to dream that she is quick with child shows 
that she will be in danger of miscarriage, or that she will 
bring forth a dead child. 

Quince. To dream of quinces signifies the dreamer shall meet 
with some changes in his affairs that shall be for the better. 
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Race. To dream of running a race is good to all, except they be 
sick persons when they dream they come to the end of their 
race, for it signifies that shortly they shall come to the end 
of their life. 

Rainbow. To dream you see a rainbow denotes the changing of 
your present estate and manner of life. To dream of seeing 
a rainbow in the East is a good omen to the poor and sick; 
for the former will recover their estates, and the latter their 
health. To dream of seeing a rainbow in the West, to the 
rich is a good, to the poor a bad sign. To dream you see the 
rainbow directly over your head, signifies a change of 
fortune, and most commonly the death of the dreamer and 
the ruin of his family. Note, also, that in your dreams the 
rainbow on the right hand is good, and on the left, ill; and 
you must judge the right or the left according to the sun. 
And in what quality soever it appears, it is a good sign to 
anyone that is afflicted with poverty or any other affliction, 
for it changeth the time and the air. 

Reading. To dream you are reading romances and comedies, or 
other diverting books, signifies joy and comfort. To dream 
you read serious books or books of divine science, signifies 
benediction and wisdom. 

Rice. To dream of eating rice denotes abundance of instruction. 

Ridges. To dream of going on the ridges of houses is a sign that 
the party so dreaming is of a nice disposition; and if he hap- 
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pens to tread once awry, he shall fall to decay and so into 
great poverty. 

S 

Sable. To dream one is in a room hung with sable or mourning, 
shows the person dreaming shall quickly hear of the death 
of some near relation, or very good friend. 

Sack-posset. To dream of eating a sack-posset signifies to 
women much gossiping; and to a man that he shall obtain 
his sweetheart, of whom a sack-posset is the emblem. 

Sacrilege. To dream that you commit sacrilege is a dream that 
is most ill to all, except it be to sacrificers and prophets, for 
by custom they receive and divide the first-fruits of obla- 
tions, and are always nourished by the gods. 

Saddle. To dream you are riding a horse without a saddle signi- 
fies poverty, disgrace, and shame to the dreamer. 

School. To dream you begin to go to school again, and you 
cannot say your lessons right, shows that you are about 
to undertake something which you do not well understand. 

Seeing the Face of God. To dream that you see the face of God, 
such as He reveals Himself to man, and that He seems to 
stretch forth His arms while we humbly invoke Him, sig- 
nifies joy, comfort, grace, the blessing of God, and good 
success in business. 


Shaking. To dream you hear a shaking signifies deceit, which 
will happen to the dreamer in the place where he dreams. 
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She-goat. To dream you see or have many she-goats, sheep, 
cows, and horses, signifies wealth and plenty. 

Silk. To dream you are clothed in silk, signifies honor. To 
dream that you trade with a stranger in silk, denotes profit 
and joy. 

Silver. If one dreams he gathers up silver, it signifies damage 
and loss. To see silver eaten signifies great advantage. To 
eat sUver signifies wrath and anger. 

Sisters. To dream you see your deceased brethren and sisters 
signifies long life, but to dream you marry your sister’s 
husband signifies danger. 


T 

Tables. Playing at tables in dreams is the representation of a 
field prepared for the battle. The two gamesters are the 
generals, the tables are the field, and the men are the soldiers 
that make up the two armies; therefore, if anyone dreams 
that he plays tables with an acquaintance, it is a sign that 
he will fall out with somebody he loves; and if he dreams 
he wins, so he shall be victorious over his enemies; and, on 
the contrary, if he dreams he loseth, he will be worsted and 
overcome in the encounter. If the dreamer imagine he hath 
taken many of his men in play, it foretells that he will take 
many of his enemies prisoners. 

Tapestry. To dream that one makes tapestry signifies joy, 
without very great reason for it 
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Tetters. If one dream he is full of tetters, it signifies he will 
grow rich in proportion to the tetters that signify his riches. 


Thighs. The thighs in dreams represent relations. If anyone 
dreams both his thighs are broken, or beaten black and blue, 
he will die in a foreign country alone, without the assistance 
of his relations. 

Transmutation. In dreaming, to be changed from little to 
great, and again from great to be greater, so that you ex- 
ceed not reason, is good, for it is increase of business and 
goods; but to be greater than common use is death. Also, 
it is ill for an old man to be changed into a young man, or 
a young man into a child, for they shall change to a worse 
estate; but the contrary is good, for they shall come to a 
better estate. To dream of being turned into a woman is 
very good for men in mean circumstances. Rich men who 
dream thus will meet with misfortunes; and such a dream 
is bad to all handicraftsmen whose labor is hard. If a 
woman dream that she is an unmarried man, without chil- 
dren, she will have both husband and children; but if mar- 
ried, and having children, she will die a widow. To be 
turned into brass shows some sudden quarrel and victory; 
it is good for military men. Iron shows hardness and mis- 
ery. Clay or earth foretells dissolution; but those who deal 
in earthenware may reap good from such a dream. Rocks, 
stone, flint, etc., show continual hard usage, with mocks, 
reproaches, blows, and slanders. To dream that you are 
turned into a beast, shows that your nature partakes, or 
will partake, of the nature of that beast. 
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Vaults. To dream of being in hollow vaults, deep cellars, or 
the bottom of coal-pits, signifies matching with a widow; 
for he that marries her shall be a continual drudge, and yet 
shall never sound the depths of her policies. 

Velvet. To dream you trade with a stranger in velvet, and 
other fine silks, signifies profit and joy. 

Victuals. To dream of victuals, and that you eat a variety, 
signifies loss; for in dreams victuals and provisions signify 
the master of the house. 

Vinegar. To dream that you drink vinegar signifies sickness. 

Virginals. To dream one plays, or sees another play upon the 
virginals, signifies the death of relations or funeral obsequies. 

W 

Walnuts. To dream that one sees and eats walnuts or hazel- 
nuts signifies difficulty and trouble. 

Wasps. To dream you are stung by wasps, signifies vexation and 
trouble from envious persons. 

Wethers. To dream you see or have many wethers, sheep, she- 
goats, etc., signifies health and plenty. 

Wrestling. We read of Jacob’s wrestling with an angel in a 
dream; he, therefore, that dreams he is very forward to 
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wrestle with another person shows some contention will 
follow, and that he will be outdone by some of his ac- 
quaintances in worldly affairs. A woman who dreams she 
wrestles with her husband, will certainly bring shame and 
sorrow into the family. For children to wrestle with men 
is good. Wrestling in a dream with death denotes a long 
sickness and lawsuits. 

Write. To dream one writes on paper signifies accusation. 



CHAPTER III 


A NOD IN PASSING TO MR. FREUD 


With all due deference to the genius of such psychologists as 
Freud, Jung and Adler, it must be admitted that a great deal of 
bunk has been written on the sexual significance of dreams. 
People are coming more and more to a realization of this fact. 
Defenders of the Freudian theories attribute this disbelief- 
much of which comes from the medical profession— to the con- 
servatism that is shown by the majority of doctors. Perhaps, 
however, it is just a matter of common sense. 

Freud’s professional standing was such that he secured the 
attention of students of psychology, including doctors of medi- 
cine, sociologists and other people of more or less intelligence, 
but his radical theories regarding sex in dreams got their largest 
acceptance from those who either were themselves over-sexed 
(and liked to talk about it), or who were the kind of people 
who naturally followed the latest fad, whether it was contract 
bridge, crossword puzzles or badminton. 

Far be it from me to dismiss lightly all of Freud’s theories. I 
do not dismiss any of them on puritanical grounds. A grown 
person who shies away from the subject of sex or its decent 
discussion and implications should be recommended for treat- 
ment by a competent psychiatrist. 

From a normal viewpoint, it seems a very natural thing to 
dream of sex and its various manifestations, both psychological 
and physiological. In a world peopled almost entirely by males 
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and females, it could hardly be otherwise. Sex, we may assume, 
is here to stay. 

On the other hand, there are fundamentals like food, shelter, 
clothing, warmth, curiosity, fear, etc., each with related 
branches, none of which is primarily connected with sex. Yet 
among the psychologists are those who, through a system of 
symbols reduce the matter of dreaming to outcroppings of sex 
urges, repressions, expressions and depressions. Based on the sex 
significance of a carving knife, Franklin P. Adams, the well- 
known columnist, lampooned the idea in some whimsical verses 
beginning: 

“Don’t tell me what you dreamed last night. 

For I’ve been reading Freud.” 

No one could take exception to the manner in which it was ex- 
pressed but to one acquainted with Freud’s theories it was noth- 
ing less than Rabelaisian. 

All of this seems rather amusing, and not very important, to 
a person who has studied the interpretation of dreams from the 
learning and experience of age-old authorities. If, in the Freud- 
ian psychology, a knife has a phallic implication, it can quite 
as logically— and I believe much more so— be regarded as signifi- 
cant of a cutting apart; in other words, a separation. It implies 
pain or sorrow, or possible improvement through the removal 
of a diseased part. 

The entrance to a cave suggests sex in the modern psycho- 
logical scheme, but to the well balanced thinking mind the 
implication would more likely be mystery, adventure, danger, 
terror, or perhaps oblivion. Certain of these subjects might, 
indeed, be connected in some way with sex, but so might any- 
thing in a world which moves and develops through human 
relationships between men and women. 
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Mr. Freud has stated * that dreams which are conspicuously 
innocent invariably embody coarse erotic wishes, and I sincerely 
trust that anyone who believes that will send me a ten dollar 
bill. In the same book he also says that there is no series of as- 
sociations which cannot be adapted to the representation of sex- 
ual facts. Dreams which are “conspicuously innocent” in Mr. 
Freud’s notion appear to be those which have no connection 
with sex, and right thinking people resent the implication that 
sex is unclean. 

Some of the erotic symbols that Freud suggests are given 
herewith. It is my opinion that they make a good case for the 
dream interpretations based on experience and common sense. 

Female symbols are doors, boxes, caves, small cases, caskets, 
closets, stoves. A lock is female, while a key is male. Male sym- 
bols include sticks, tree trunks, umbrellas, sharp weapons, knives, 
daggers, pikes, nail files. The male genital is symbolized by a 
woman’s hat, a man’s cravat, complicated machines and appa- 
ratus, landscapes in which there are bridges or wooded moun- 
tains, children, flying machines, relatives. 

A row of rooms signifies a brothel; the right hand is a symbol 
of righteousness, marriage, or relations with a prostitute; while 
the left hand indicates homosexuality or worse. It is no wonder 
that Franklin P. Adams wrote “Don’t tell me what you dreamed 
last night.” Nor is it any wonder that people are looking for 
dream interpretations to those who base them on the ancient and 
honorable authorities whose line was established a thousand or 
more years before the pyramids of Egypt were even thought of.

CHAPTER IV 


LOVE DREAMS 


It is probable that of all dreams those pertaining to love, either 
between men and maidens or within the married state, are the 
most interesting, for, as the poet has said, ^t is love that makes 
the world go round. It is more important, more vital, more 
thrilling than money, honor, or even food. It is stimulating alike 
to youth, middle age, and old age.j Its implications are not 
necessarily physical. It may be brotherly love; it may be affec- 
tion for a friend, a companion, or a parent. It may be love on 
only a spiritual plane. One who has never loved is indeed a use- 
less member of society, and there are few who come in this cate- 
gory. 

This division of the book deals largely with romantic love, 
and it is probable that it will be referred to more than any other, 
for at the time of life when most individuals have not yet found 
a mate the subject is one of paramount interest. 

The following interpretations are based on ancient findings 
and they are, moreover, based on average people’s experience. 
Those who are by nature suspicious, even in their love affairs, 
should not allow this phase of their individuality to color their 
dream interpretations, for it should be remembered that, above 
all, love is trust. 
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LOVE PORTENTS 
A 

Abandonment. Of your lover indicates that you will not find 
something valuable that you have lost; and that advances 
made to those you believed your friends will be repulsed. 

Of your mistress is a portent of the inheritance of a for- 
tune that you have not previously expected. 

Accordion. Hearing dance music from this instrument means 
that you will be happy with the man or woman you love. 

Playing sweet music indicates that your loving embraces 
will be returned with sincerity; but if the instrument seems 
to be out of tune, there will be either a quarrel or unfaith- 
fulness. 

Accounts (See Adding Machine Ledger). Bookkeeping 
dreams may augur difficulty in love affairs, but they usu- 
ally point to eventual success. Difficulty in adding figures 
or in balancing accounts is an indication of quarrels, but 
to dream that a balance is secured at the first trial is a 
prediction of an early marriage. 

Acrobat (See Danger). Here is a warning of a rival for the 
object of your affections, but, unless the acrobat falls, 
the rival will not be successful. To dream of being an 
acrobat is a presage of success in an important undertak- 
ing. 

>A,gTOR OR Actress (See Stage, Play, Singer). There is no par- 
ticular significance in dreaming of actors or actresses ex- 
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cept as they may represent art in depicting emotion of 
one kind or another. 

Love scenes indicate that your sweetheart will be jealous 
of you. 

Tragedy portends quarrels. 

Comedy foretells a change in your financial condition, 
either for better or worse. 

Cynicism points toward difficulties with one of the oppo- 
site sex. 

Burlesque is an augury of illness. 

Airplane. Piloting means that your destiny is under your con- 
trol and that if you exercise your best judgment, you will 
be successful in any enterprise on which you may embark. 
If difficulties arise in such a dream, be prepared to en- 
counter them in your enterprise, but do not be daunted, for 
you will succeed through your determination. Indicates a 
successful marriage for a man. 

Riding in an airplane with the object of your affections 
foretells a happy married life. 

Seeing one or more airplanes is an augury of an improve- 
ment in either your financial condition or your love affairs, 
perhaps both. 

Alabaster. Success and a happy marriage, unless the article of 
alabaster is broken, which is a harbinger of ill luck. 

Album. A new admirer is indicated to the young woman who 
dreams of looking at a photograph album. 


Alum. This tart, puckery substance, tasted in a dream, indi- 
cates that the person will meet a dilemma of a very puzzling 
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nature, especially as regards love affairs. If the alum turns 
sweet in the mouth, there will be a satisfactory solution of 
the problem involved. 

Amethyst. Seeing an amethyst ring, brooch or necklace fore- 
tells a calm married life. 

Losing one of these is indicative of trouble in love affairs. 

Receiving a gift of an amethyst is a forerunner of good 
luck in every direction. 

Antelope. To see an antelope stumble or fall is a sign that you 
have aspired to greater heights in love or business than you 
can achieve. 

Architect. If she dreams of seeing an architect at work, a girl 
of marriageable age may expect to encounter difficulties in 
finding a suitable mate. 

A married person of either sex who dreams of seeing an 
architect drawing plans should consider it a warning of 
both financial and marital difficulties. 

Arrow. To dream of seeing an arrow shot straight to its mark 
is an omen of achievement in your fondest anticipation. A 
broken arrow, or one shot wide of the mark, predicts 
failure. 

Asp {See Snake, Reptile). Sweethearts would do well to regard 
this as a warning against suspicion. If, however, the 
dreamer kills the asp, it signifies that any impending diffi- 
culty will be overcome. It is bad fortune to dream of 
being bitten by an asp. 
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August. No good comes of dreaming that you are to be wed, or 
are actually wed, in August. The chances are that your 
early married life will be beset by many difficulties of ad- 
justment. 

Autumn. Happiness through understanding is foretold by a 
dream of being married in autumn. 

To meet a lover in the autumn forest, with the leaves of 
the trees brightly colored, is a sure sign of success in love. 

Axe. a keen, serviceable axe indicates that your lover, husband 
or wife will be worthy. 

A much battered, nicked, rusty or broken axe foretells 
irresponsibility on the part of loved ones; also unfortunate 
investments. 


B 

Baby. A successful climax to your love affair is indicated by 
your dreaming of a lovely baby. It also indicates that you 
will have many good friends. 

A baby who cries, is fretful or vomits, or otherwise ap- 
pears to be suffering, or is ill nourished, augurs disappoint- 
ment in matters of the heart. 

For a lover to call you “baby” in your dreams is indic- 
ative of a change in your love affairs or unfaithfulness on 
the part of one you have trusted. It indicates a light-hearted 
attitude toward the love in which you have believed. 

Backhouse. This is a good omen for women in love. It foretells 
new lovers to a maiden, and increase in her family to a 
wife, and an impending marriage to a widow. 
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Balcx)ny. a lover who dreams of a sad leavetaking on a balcony 
may look forward to a period of stress, which may include 
sickness, the activities of a rival, or jealousy in one form or 
another. 

Ballet. A dream of seeing a ballet performed on a stage por- 
tends infidelity on the part of someone you love. This will 
lead to jealousy and quarrels. To dream of talking with a 
ballet dancer in a dressing room is also a sign of an impend- 
ing quarrel with husband, wife or lover. 

Bananas. Those who are in love should be warned by dreaming 
of eating this fruit, for it is an omen that they are in danger 
of picking the wrong mate. To see bananas growing in a 
dream, especially if the great leaves are waving in the wind, 
is an excellent sign for lovers. To dream of picking them 
from the tree and eating them should be regarded as a cau- 
tion to go slowly in any enterprise whatever. 

Banjo. If a young woman sees a Negro playing a banjo, she will 
be likely to have quarrels with her lover. 

Bear. Rivals in love are indicated by a dream of bears. If, how- 
ever, a bear is seen climbing a tree, a happy outcome of the 
problem is to be expected. 

Beard (See Shaving). To dream of having a full luxuriant 
beard on the face is to be able to look forward to great 
success, both in money matters and in love. 

To clip one’s beard foretells loss of a financial nature or 
the loss of a sweetheart. To clip another’s beard portends 
a quarrel. 
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A young woman who dreams of admiring a beard is 
threatened with an unwise marriage; but if she dreams of 
having a beard herself, the prediction is that she will soon 
be a bride, if unmarried, or a mother if she has a husband. 

Beauty. This is a good omen in the main, but it must be inter- 
preted in connection with the accompanying incidents. A 
beautiful woman ordinarily betokens happiness in love or 
in marriage; but mere beauty of face and form combined 
with ugliness of character (see Harlot, Prostitute, Demi- 
mondaine) foretells degradation and loss through the wor- 
ship of false gods. 

Bed. If a woman dreams of making a bed, there is a thrilling, 
though not necessarily respectable, love affair in the offing. 
For a man to have this dream indicates that something he 
would wish hidden will be found out. 

Bedroom, An ultra-luxurious, highly scented bedchamber fore- 
tells very unusual changes in the mode of life, and indicates 
that both young men and young women should guard their 
actions with the utmost circumspection. 

To dream of being in such a room with one of the oppo- 
site sex is a direct warning against promiscuous friendships, 
especially if an amorous situation between unmarried peo- 
ple should develop. 

Birds. To dream of a mourning dove or a hoot owl is an omen of 
deep unhappiness through the ill fortune of one you love. 

Colorful plumage on any bird of which you dream means 
that your life partner will have wealth and you will be 
happy. It/s indicative of a successful ending to a love affair. 
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Bonnet (See Head). If a man dreams of a woman trying 
her bonnet, or putting on a hat, there is good luck to be 
expected in his wooing. 

If a woman dreams of a man trying on a woman’s hat, she 
is likely to suffer great embarrassment. 

Bosom. If a girl dreams that her lover, or any other man, is 
glancing covertly at her partly revealed bosom, she will 
have to be on her guard against over-amorous advances 
which will be made to her. 

For an unmarried man to dream of a woman’s bosom is a 
sign that he will contract a happy marriage; for a married 
man, that his wife will inherit property from an unexpected 
source. 

Bottles. Dreams in which bottles figure prominently signify 
many different things, depending on the size, color and 
shape, and on the contents. 

Bottles of transparent glass filled with clear, colorless 
liquid are of good omen, especially to lovers. If the liquid 
is murky, there are quarrels ahead. If there is sediment, it 
is a prophecy of disappointment. 

Bottles of unusual color foretell exciting adventures, 
which may be dangerous if the bottles are full, or merely 
irritating if they are empty. 

Wine bottles covered with dust or cobwebs are a pre- 
diction of a long and happy life. To see them broken is a 
warning of the loss of a friend or lover. 

Oddly shaped bottles are a presage of a proposal from 
a wholly unexpected source. 

Bracelet. A happy marriage that will occur soon is foretold if 
you dream of wearing a bracelet given you by a friend. 
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Brassiere. For a woman to dream of putting on a brassiere is an 
indication that she will have an irksome experience with her 
husband or lover. If one or both of the straps break, it is 
an omen of disillusionment. 

Brick, Bricks, either singly, piled or in a wall, point toward a 
disagreement with your lover. If you are laying them and 
you have no trouble in making them even, the disagree- 
ment will not be serious. 

Bride. Happiness is indicated by any dream of a bride, but if 
the bride happens to be weeping, it portends vexing circum- 
stances in connection with the dreamer’s in-laws. 

To be a bride foretells an inheritance in the form of an 
annuity. 

Kissing a bride means that you will be reconciled with 
someone you have quarreled with. 

Kissing one’s own bride foretells a happy solution of a 
pressing problem. 

Catching a bridal bouquet in a dream, as well as in fact, 
is a sign that the unmarried will find a mate within the year. 

Seeing a bridal procession with bridesmaids indicates a 
sure turn for the better in both your love and financial 
affairs. 

Seeing a bride wearing white and a veil is a promise of a 
happy married life. If she wears traveling clothes, it is 
probable that you will have to make an important decision 
shortly. 

Bridegroom. Responsibility and care are indicated by this dream. 
A laughing bridegroom portends faithlessness on your part 
or on the part of some valued friend. 
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Bridesmaid. Unhappiness is foretold by a dream of being a 
bridesmaid, but good luck in seeing bridesmaids. 

To dream of being a bridesmaid and stepping on the 
bride’s train is a forerunner of a very embarrassing experi- 
ence. 

Bronze. Failure in love is betokened by dreaming of bronze 
statuary. To see a bronze statue come to life foretells a 
serious love affair that will not culminate in marriage. 

Broth {See also Soup). Eating broth augurs well for those in 
love, for their future will be one of great felicity. 

Butterfly (See Insects). A white butterfly on the wing pre- 
dicts much innocent pleasure with one of the opposite 
sex. If the butterfly alights, even for a moment, it means 
that lasting love will be yours. 

Butterflies of gorgeous colors indicate that someone you 
thought indifferent loves you deeply. 

A black butterfly betokens inconstancy on the part of 
your sweetheart. 

Buttons. Finding a button is an omen of good luck in business 
or in love. 

Losing one foretells extreme embarrassment or other 
vexatious, though not necessarily serious happening, in 
connection with an affair you may have. 

Sewing on buttons— particularly if the garment is an 
item of underwear— points to happiness, honor and wealth. 

Using, or buttoning up, is an indication of the successful 
termination of your highest ambition. Unbuttoning fore- 
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tells that you will shortly begin an important enterprise 
that may hamper or postpone a projected marriage. 


C 

Calling. To hear a recognized voice in a dream, if it is from a 
dead person, is to be regarded as a portent of a difficulty 
with a friend, lover, or relative, which may be avoided or 
cleared up by using your best judgment. The significance 
of the dream, of course, depends on the words one hears— 
whether warning or reassuring in their tone. 

The voice of a living person heard in a dream foretells 
exciting news, which may be either pleasant or distressing 
according to what is said and the manner of speaking. 

Camp. A camp in the woods signifies a release from some press- 
ing care, and the solution of a lover’s difficulties. 

A military camp means that an unmarried woman will 
be likely to marry the first man who proposes to her; while 
to a man it signifies success in his business or investments. 

Canal. If a young woman dreams of floating smoothly along a 
canal in a rowboat or canoe, it is an indication that her 
married life will be happy and that she and her husband 
will be true to each other. 

Canary Birds. To hear canaries singing is a sign of the utmost 
happiness in your love. This applies equally to both single 
and married folk, even though at the time the outlook may 
appear unfavorable. 
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Candles. To see a lighted candle is a harbinger of comfortable 
circumstances both in love and other fortunes. An especially 
bright light denotes a sudden change for the better. An 
extinguished candle portends the death of someone you 
hold dear. A short, guttering candle about to die out means 
that yoiu" lover will deceive you. 

An unmarried woman who dreams of molding candles 
will have a surprising offer of marriage. If she lights a 
candle, she will have a secret meeting with her lover. 

Cannon. A maiden who hears the noise of cannonading, or sees 
cannon, will marry a soldier and will be left behind when 
he is on duty. A man who has this dream will be unsettled. 

Cannon Balls. This bodes no good to either sex. You will be 
beset by trials that at the time will be incomprehensible. 
The same applies to the shells of high-powered guns. Singly, 
they mean vexations; in stacks or cases, they portend real 
troubles. 

Candy. For a young woman to receive candy is a sign that she 
will have ardent attentions from a much older man. To a 
man it signifies prosperity. If either a man or a woman sends 
bonbons to a person of either sex, it is an indication that a 
favorite plan will miscarry. 

Canoe. To be in a canoe on smooth waters with your beloved 
is a presage of happiness in love and an early marriage. In 
the case of married folk, it signifies freedom from worry. 
If the waters are rough, qaurrels will come, but they are 
not necessarily fated to have a serious ending. 
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Cap. a maiden who sees her lover wearing a cap will find it 
difficult to be herself when next she sees the man of her 
choice. She will be either suspicious or bashful, or both.

Caper. To dream of children or young animals— kittens, puppies, 
calves, etc.— capering is a forerunner of a happy marriage 
and freedom from worry. 

For a girl to dream that she is held a captive is an indi- 
cation that her lover or husband will resent any attentions 
or courtesies that other men may show her. A man having 
this dream may expect failure in a business deal. 

Captain. A man who dreams of being a captain in the army will 
do well to accept responsibility, for through it his wealth 
will increase. An unmarried woman who dreams of meet- 
ing a captain may look forward to marrying a handsome 
and prosperous man. 

Cards {See Gambling Games, Poker). To dream that your 
sweetheart is a card player is an indication that you 
should be very sure that his or her attitude toward you is 
above reproach. 
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If you yourself are playing cards in a dream, it is a sign 
chat you will be in danger of making a mistake in some love 
affair, unless the cards that you hold are mostly hearts, 
which combination points decisively to a happy married 
life. 

Carnival. If you dream of being at a carnival and grotesque 
figures in masks come within your vision, there will be 
either matrimonial discord or unsatisfactory developments 
in a love affair. 

Carpet. A luxurious home with servants is in store for the 
young man or woman who dreams of carpets. 

Carrots. Eating carrots signifies success in any undertaking, 
including marriage and parenthood, because you will have 
the fortitude to make it successful. 

Cart. If lovers dream of riding together in a horse-drawn cart 
or motor truck, they will be sure to overcome any diffi- 
culties that may befall them. 

Castle. Living in is an indication that you will have a suitor 
who is undesirable. 

Entering is a premonition of marriage with someone you 
have known only a short time. 

Leaving a castle alone betokens the breaking of an en- 
gagement; with a party, it is the sign of a quarrel that may 
or may not turn out disastrously. 

Seeing a castle forecasts an impending change in your 
circumstances, either in love affairs or in finances. 
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Caterpillar. No good may be expected by lovers from dream- 
ing of seeing caterpillars.

This vege- 
table appears to have no amatory significance except to 
young women, who, if they see it growing, will marry 
through pressure brought from outside sources, probably 
their parents. 

Cave or Cavern. A young woman who enters a cave in a dream 
is in danger of marrying a man of doubtful reputation, who 
will become her suitor in a mysterious manner. 

A married woman or a man having this dream should 
be on guard against scandalous gossip. 
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Celery. To dream of earing crisp celery, white or green, pre- 
sages good health and happiness in love and marriage. 
Limp celery is an omen of misfortune. 

Cellar. The condition and contents, as well as the odor, govern 
the significance of this dream. 

A wine cellar portends marriage with a person of gam- 
bling instincts or one in a hazardous occupation. 

A cellar well stored with foods, canned foods, fruits or 
vegetables, is an indication of success in business or love, 
or both. 

A musty cellar indicates disappointment. 

Being unable to get out of a cellar foretells that you will 
find yourself beset with difficulties of a serious nature. 

Chamber (See Bedroom). 

Chambermaid. If a man dreams of making advances to a cham- 
bermaid, he should guard himself against indiscreet con- 
duct, for he is otherwise likely to find himself in an em- 
barrassing situation. 

Chapel. A young person of either sex who dreams of going 
into a chapel is likely to have misfortune in love affairs. It 
implies disappointment at the least. 

Cheating. For a married person to dream that he or she has 
been cheating in love is a sign of trouble ahead. To dream 
that one has overcome a temptation to cheat predicts hap- 
piness. 

Misfortune in love affairs is predicted by unmarried folk 
when they dream that they are cheated in card or other 
games or in business transactions. 
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Chestnuts, Eating chestnuts, raw, boiled or roasted, is a dream 
of good fortune in love affairs. An unmarried woman who 
has this dream will make a good marriage with a man who 
will be faithful and reasonably successful in business. Men 
who have this dream will have devoted wives. 

Chickens. Those who see chickens in their dreams will have to 
fight the influence of someone they have suspected. 

Eating chicken is a prediction that someone’s selfishness 
will bring unpleasantness into your love affair. 

Choir, If a man dreams of singing in a choir, he may expect suc- 
cess through addressing audiences. 

A woman who has this dream should avoid jealousy, es- 
pecially of any attention that her lover or husband may 
happen to pay to another. 

Churchyard. Good health is likely to follow this dream, but 
there will also be disappointment in matters pertaining to 
the heart. 

Circle. Whoever dreams of a circle should carefully avoid 
committing any indiscretion that might possibly influence 
their marital happiness. 

Clams. Lucky is the maiden who dreams of eating clams in 
company with her sweetheart.

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Coins. If a silver coin is given to a single person, the indication

Combat. An unmarried woman dreaming of seeing two men 
fighting may look forward to having two suitors, between 
whom she will find it difficult to choose.

Danger {See various causes of danger). Lovers who dream of 
being in ganger will have to use the greatest care and dis- 
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cretion in all that they do to prevent their warning from 
coming true. It is frequently the precursor of a shattered 
romance. 

Dates. Eating means that there will be a marriage between per- 
sons in your own group. You may be one of the contract- 
ing parties. 

Making “dates” with friends is an augury of a disap- 
pointment in a business deal. 

Deck. It is good luck for lovers to dream of being together 
on the deck of a ship or boat of any size. 

Deer (See also Fawn). Lovers who dream of deer, particularlj!^ 
fawns, may look forward to a deep and lasting affair that 
will culminate in a happy marriage. 

For a young man or a young woman to dream of killing 
a deer is an indication of the breaking up of a love affair. 

Delight (See also causes of delight). Dreams of delight over 
some action by a sweetheart are forerunners of a pleasure 
that is unexpected. 

Devotion. A dream of devotion to reMgious or other duties is a 
prevision of a faithful and loving mate. It predicts under- 
standing, tolerance, and a happy disposition on the part of 
both husband and wife. 

Dew. Marriage with a person in very comfortable circum- 
stances is to be expected by a single man or woman who 
dreams of seeing dew sparkling on grass. To walk bare- 
footed in the dew betokens a pleasant surprise. 
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Diamonds. A good omen when a maiden dreams of being 
given diamonds in any form or setting, the indication be- 
ing a marriage with a gentleman of high position and much 
wealth. 

An unmarried man who dreams of giving diamonds to 
his sweetheart should exercise extreme care in the selection 
of a mate.

To be kicked by a donkey indicates that you will be 
found out if you carry on a clandestine love affair. 

To be thrown off a donkey is a sign that you will have a 
lovers’ quarrel. 

To be presented with one is an indication of good luck 
in both business and marriage. 

A white donkey in a dream foretells success in every 
undertaking— social, marital, and financial. 

Doomsday. To dream that the end of the world has come is a 
sign to lovers that the object of their affections will prove 
unsuitable as a mate. 

Dove. Flying denotes reconciliation of lovers who have quar- 
reled. 

Feeding is an augury of a happy outcome to a love af- 
fair. 

A dead dove portends the death or unfaithfulness of a 
husband or wife. 

Duet. Singing or playing with one of the opposite sex predicts 
marriage with the object of your affections. 

Singing or playing with one of the same sex foretells an 
ending to your love affair. 

Hearing a duet, either vocal or instrumental, is a fortu- 
nate dream for lovers to have.

It is lucky for a young woman to dream of seeing or 
catching fish for it is a sure sign that she will have an 
exceedingly good-looking lover who will have the capabil- 
ity of keeping her interested in life. 

FliIas. There is no good omen of dreaming of having been 
bitten by fleas. It predicts that one will be slandered by 
those whom he or she believed to be friends. An inconstant 
lover is suggested by a dream of seeing fleas on the person 
you love. 

Flight. A young woman who dreams of fleeing from any ad- 
versary or condition should look to her actions, for if she 
does not take care to avoid criticism, she may be jilted by 
her lover. 

Flood. Any dream of flood is a portent of disaster in business 
or in love whether in the married state or not. 

Flute. For unmarried people to dream of playing a flute is a 
prediction that they will fall in love chiefly on account of 
the manners of the object of their affections and not par- 
ticularly for their sterling qualities. 
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Flying. Dreams of flying are usually dreams of good omen. 
Success in love is foretold to those who have pleasant 
dreams of this kind, as, fqr instance, soaring easily above 
country that is green and fertile. A repetition of this dream 
is particularly lucky. 

To dream of flying over desert land, or to fly with dif- 
ficulty, is a sign that the dreamer will have many obstacles 
to overcome although he or she will eventually be suc- 
cessful. 

Foot Log. A woman who dreams of crossing a clear stream of 
water on a foot log may look forward to having a husband 
who will treat her with the utmost consideration. But if 
the water she crosses is muddy, her husband will be diffi- 
cult to get along with. 

If a widow dreams of falling from a foot log into clear 
water, she has every reason to expect another suitable 
mate will soon appear with happy results. 

Forehead. A maiden who dreams of kissing her lover’s fore- 
head should look to her actions because the chances are 
that her lover will have reason to criticize her for indis- 
creet conduct.

Buying and selling fruit is an indication of an active but 
unsuccessful courtship.

The happiest kind of a life and an income sufficient 
for all one’s needs is indicated where there is a dream of 
walking through a lovely garden with one’s lover. 

Garlic. An improvement in both your financial and love af- 
fairs is presaged by a dream of walking through a garlic 
patch. 

A young woman who dreams of eating garlic will make 
a marriage based on money considerations rather than love. 

Garter. A maiden who dreams of losing her garter is in danger 
of having her lover jealous and suspicious of a better look- 
ing and wealthier man. 

A married man who dreams of a garter should watch his 
step. It is an omen of keeping company with light and 
frivolous persons. 

A young woman who dreams that her lover fastens a 
garter on her will keep his affection and belief through all 

r derogatory criticisms.

It is a warning against coming indiscretions if a woman 
sees the reflection of a man other than her husband in the 
looking-glass. 

For a man to see the reflection of women he does not 
know means that he should guard against entangling 
alliances. 


GLEANma Marriage with a stranger is foretold by a woman 
who is working among gleaners in a wheat field. 
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Gloves. Either a marriage or a new love affair is denoted by 
finding a pair of gloves. If the gloves are in good condition 
or entirely new, the omen is much better than if they arc 
old and worn. 

Misfortune in love or business is the portent of a dream 
wherein one pulls off his or her gloves. 

Goat. If a maiden dreams of drinking goat’s milk, it is a sign 
that she will marry for money and that she will be success- 
ful in finding at the same time the man she loves. 

Goblet. If a woman dreams of giving a man a goblet of water, 
it is a sign of unholy pleasures ahead. If she gives him a 
goblet of wine, it is a prediction of a situation wherein only 
one’s best judgment can avoid disaster. 

Gold. A woman who dreams of receiving presents of gold in 
any form will marry a man who is very wealthy but who 
makes money his chief end in life. 

A man dreaming of gold will be the recipent of honor, 
wealth and love. 

Grass (See Hay). A dream of well-kept, luxuriant grass 
in mellow sunshine predicts to lovers much happiness 
throughout their courtship and marriage. 

If the grass is not in good condition and is parched and 
full of weeds, the reverse may be expected. 

Grave. This is a dream that foreshadows disappointment in 
love. It is a presage of the early ending of a love affair and 
should be regarded as a warning against criticism or any 
action wijich may cause jealousy. 
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Gthtar. If yoa are playing a guitar in a dream, it predicts that 
you will be happy with the person you love. It also pre- 
dicts that by constant effort to make your lover happy 
you are building for a serene and secure future. 

A broken, unstrung, or out of tune instrument portends 
disappointments in love. 

If a young woman dreamer hears a guitar being played, 
she should be on guard against the fascinations of un- 
toward pleasures and diversions.

Gun. If a woman dreams of shooting at a target, it is a sign 
that she will be involved in sensational escapades. Such es- 
capades are likely to be connected with jealousy and so 
this dream should be regarded as a warning against suspi- 
cion. 

Gypsy. A headlong love affair leading to an unhappy marriage 
is the result predicted from dreaming of having one’s for- 
tune told by a gypsy.

Haggard. If one sees a haggard face in a dream, it is a fore- 
runner of defeat in matters pertaining to the heart. 

Hail. A young woman who dreams of watching a hailstorm 
will be likely to have many difficulties; but if the hail stones 
are falling while the sun is shining, it is a sign that true 
love will come after many apparent failures. 
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Hair. The man who dreams of seeing a goldwi-haired girl will 
be successful in winning the love of a woman of the high- 
est type. 

A man who dreams that his sweetheart has red hair will 
be charged with unfaithfulness by the woman he loves. 

A married woman who in combing her hair finds that it 
is snarled and has difficulty in making it stay put, is in 
danger of losing her husband through flares of ungovern- 
able temper. 

A maiden who dreams of women with gray hair will 
have rivals for the affections of her sweetheart. 

If in a dream a man caresses a woman’s hair, it is a sign 
that although the world may condemn him, he will bask 
in the love and confidence of the woman he wishes to 
marry. 

If a young woman dreams that her hair turns white over 
night while her face remains young, will lose her sweet- 
heart suddenly either by illness or some catastrophe. 

Halter. A man or woman who dreams of putting a halter on a 
colt will find that their love affairs will move smoothly 
and there will be no difficulties encountered before mar- 
riage. 

Hands. If a woman admires her own hands in a dream, it is an 
omen that she will win the love of the man she admires 
more than any other. 

Admiration of another’s hands means that a woman will 
be subject to jealousy of the man she loves. 

If she dreams of having a man hold her hands she should 
regard it as a warning against indiscretions. If she allows a 
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man to kiss her hands she will be gossiped about by those 
she considered her friends. 

Handkerchiefs. A dream of clean handkerchiefs indicates the 
probability of a violent flirtation with someone you have 
not yet met. 

If the handkerchiefs are wrinkled or soiled, it is an omen 
of disquieting news from an absent lover.

Hash. A woman who dreams that she is cooking hash should 
beware of yielding to fits of jealousy whether of her hus- 
band or her friends or relatives. 

To dream of eating hash is a forerunner of a visit from 
someone whom you know very slightly and whom you 
have not seen for many years. 

Hatred. The man or woman who dreams of hating a person 
of the opposite sex will find that a love affair will develop 
before long. 

Hay (See Grass). A thriving field of hay before it is cut 
indicates a calm, peaceful married life. 

A hay field in which the hay has been cut and stacked 
into haycocks indicates that a favorite project will be suc- 
cessfully completed or that a love affair will culminate in 
marriage. 

Hedges. Strolling along a hedgerow with a person of the op- 
posite sex is an indication of a happy outcome of a prob- 
lem that may be vexing you, especially in love affairs.

A young woman who dreams of wearing a hood is likely 
to use her wiles to tempt a man to leave the straight and 
narrow path. 

Horn, a man who blows a horn of any kind in a dream is in 
danger of making himself ridiculous through trying to 
achieve some impossible object.

Hearing the clink of ice in a tumbler or pitcher is an 
indication that some pressing problem will be solved to 
your entire satisfaction. 

Ice Cream. Enjoying ice cream in a dream is a propitious sign 
in all matters pertaining to the heart, but it is a fore- 
runner of sorrow and disillusionment if you upset a dish 
of ice cream or if it is sour, salty or without flavor.

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To dream of seeing a lion trainer putting the animals 
through their paces, is an indication that the dreamer will 
have much admiration from the opposite sex and that be- 
fore long a fortunate marriage will be contracted. 

Lips. A man who dreams of lovely, natural, red lips is assured 
that his love is reciprocated by the object of his affection. 

Heavy, sensual lips signify a marriage in which ill temper 
will mar the happiness of both parties. 

Lizard. If a woman dreams that a lizard crawls up her leg, it 
is an omen that her husband will die and that she will have 
to work for a living thereafter. 

To kill a lizard is a lucky portent, both in love and in 
business.

A man who dreams that his sweetheart gives back a 
locket with which he has presented her, will be harassed 
by the suspicion of the one he loves. 


Loom. A beautiful woman at work on a loom, weaving a pleas- 
ing pattern, is a fortunate dream for those who arc in love. 
It means a happy and harmonious married life. 

If a woman dreams of weaving, it is a prediction that 
she will have a handsome husband and two or more beauti- 
ful children. 

Lotttery. Inconstancy on the part of her husband is indicated 
to the woman who dreams of buying a lottery ticket. She 
will be subject to many disappointments because of her 
husband’s indifference. 

If one dreams of winning a lottery prize, it is a sign that 
love affairs will be pleasant but productive of no lasting 
good. 

Lovk This is a dream which foretells happiness in nearly every 
case. It is especially fortuitous when you dream of being 
loved by others, and the only time when it is not a good 
sign is when your love for someone else is not reciprocated. 

The love of husband and wife, of parents and children, 
and of sweethearts is a dream which foretells good fortune, 
happiness, and wealth. 

Tlie love of animals is an indication that you will adjust 
yourself easily to conditions as they are. 
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Luggage. A broken engagement is foretold by a dream of lug- 
gage of any kind, such as trunks, suit-cases, bags, etc. 

Lynx. A rival in love is indicated by a dream of a lynx. If the 
dreamer kills a lynx, it means that the rival will be put to 
rout. 

Lyre. It is a dream of good portent for young people to play 
in tune on a lyre, for it signifies that they will have the 
affection and loyalty of a worthy mate. 

If the lyre is unstrung, or out of tune, the reverse may 
be expected.

Madness (See Asylum, Insanity). The young woman who 
dreams of suddenly going mad receives a premonition of 
coming misfortunes connected with her love affair and 
her financial state. 

Magnet. A dream of a magnet is an indication to a man that 
he will be drawn by a woman into unsavory alliances and 
that he will clear his name finally but with great difficulty. 

For a woman to see a magnet in a dream presages a 
secure, sheltered existence with a thoughtful husband who 
supplies all her needs. 

Mare (See Horse). If a young woman dreams of seeing mares 
in lush, green pastures, she may expect a marriage without 
regrets and children who will do credit to her and her 
husband. 

Marmalade. A season of tantalizing and unsatisfactory do- 
mestic life is denoted by a dream of making marmalade or 
jam. , 
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Masruge. Disappointments in her love affairs are predicted to 
the young woman who dreams of being married, particu- 
larly if the dream is accompanied by no particular thrill 
or excitement. If she is a happy bride and the dream gives 
her extreme pleasure, the portent is one which should be 
comforting to a woman in love. 

It is a happy augury to dream of being a bridesmaid, a 
maid of honor, or a best man at a wedding, for you will 
have cause to be thankful for the loving attentions of those 
who are close to you. 

To dream of being present at a wedding where all the 
circumstances are joyful, means happy years ahead. If the 
guests are dressed in black or dark colors, the dreamer has 
sorrow to look forward to. 

A woman who dreams that she marries a man of ad- 
vanced years is likely to have much trouble in the near 
future. It is a portent of illness, bad news and other kinds 
of ill luck. 

Mask. A young woman who dreams of being at a party where 
masks are worn should beware of unseemly behavior in 
public. 

If she unmasks, it is a sign that through her honesty she 
will find herself in difficulties through no fault of her own 
but, nevertheless, her trials will seem serious until they are 
finally overcome. 

Melancholy. It is a sign of separation from the one you love 
to dream that you are melancholy or that you see others 
in the same state. 


Melody (See Music). To dream of hearing a melody is a 
good sign for everyone. It is an omen to lovers that they 
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will find life’s greatest happiness in the marriage which is 
sure to come within a short time. It foretells harmony in 
the home life and children who will be a credit to their 
parents. 

Mending. Success as a wife is predicted to the young woman 
who dreams of mending. 

Mile Post. It is unlucky so far as love affairs are concerned to 
dream that you see a mile post. To pass one indicates that 
you will take extraordinary chances without much cer- 
tainty as to whether or not you will find success. 

Miller. A woman who dreams of a miller grinding com, wheat, 
or other cereal, is likely to be deceived in the financial 
condition of the man who has asked her to be his wife. 

Mink. A young woman who dreams of being presented with a 
mink coat is in danger of being criticized for behavior 
which, although innocent, may have the semblance of 
dissoluteness. 

To dream of stroking the soft fur of a mink garment, 
foretells a proposition of some sort that should be weighed 
carefully before accepting, as it may be compromising. 

Mirror (See Glass). A man who dreams of seeing a woman 
before a dressing table looking in a hand-mirror may 
be assured that the girl whom he asks to be his wife 
will accept him, but that she will be vain and capricious. 

A woman who dreams of looking at her back with the 
aid of a hand-mirror will have a proposal within six months 
from a man whom she has never met before. 
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To break a mirror in a dream, means that the dreamer 
will be disappointed in a person he or she has regarded as a 
friend* It also foretells an unhappy marriage and delicate 
children. 

Miser. One who dreams of a miser counting his money will be 
disappointed in someone who seemed to be a true friend or 
lover. 

A maiden who dreams that a miser has settled a sum of 
money on her will have reason to look forward to a whirl- 
wind courtship by a wealthy and handsome young man. 

Mocking Bird. It is good luck to hear a mocking bird sing, but 
it is an unfortunate augury in love affairs to see one which 
is disabled or dead. 

Mixing. Any form of mixing is an indication of an upset con- 
dition regarding one’s relations with the opposite sex. 

To dream of mixing cocktails, is a warning that one 
should use great discretion in any commitments that he or 
she may be on the point of making. 

Models. A man who dreams of being in a studio where a 
female model is posing in the nude will probably realize 
a pet ambition to which he has been aspiring for a long 
time. 

A young woman who dreams of being a model, whether 
for an artist, a photographer, or in a dressmaking establish- 
ment, is in danger of being involved in a very disquieting 
love affair. 

Monkey. Dreaming of a monkey, baboon, chimpanzee, or 
other similar animal, is a sign that a young woman will be 
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charged with unfaithfulness by her lover. 

To dream of feeding a monkey peanuts or other food, 
foretells a betrayal by a person hitherto considered 
friendly. 

Mortgage. It is a portent of excellent prospects in love to 
dream of reading a mortgage, particularly if it seems to 
be a document in your favor. 

Motor car (See Collision, Skidding). The significance of rid- 
ing in a motor car depends largely upon the attendant cir- 
cumstances: whether the car is running smoothly, swiftly, 
slowly, or otherwise. It also depends on the character of 
the country through which it is proceeding. 

In general the idea of riding means progress in afiFairs 
of business or love and the indications mentioned above 
have their effect upon the dream. If, for instance, a motor 
is stalled, it is a prediction of difficulties in a project which 
one is trying to work out. Hilly country, badly paved 
roads and such difficulties augur a slowing up of the prog- 
ress but do not mean that the project will not be com- 
pleted. The comfort of the car is also an indication of the 
ease with which the end may be attained. A car without 
good springs, for instance, or one which is in bad me- 
chanical condition, is an augury of difficulty. 

Mourning. To dream of seeing others wearing mourning or 
to wear it yourself, is an indication of the separation of 
lovers. 

Muff. A man who dreams of seeing his sweetheart with a muff 
will have^cause to regret it, for it is an augury that some- 
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one more capable than himself Avill take his place as her 
lover. 

Min-E. Keen regret in relation to love affairs is foretold by 
dreaming of being kicked by a mule. 

A maiden who dreams of a white mule will marry a man 
of foreign birth who, although of great wealth, will be 
difficult to live with. 

A maiden dreaming of mules in pastures will for a time 
have many admirers, but they will not ask her for her hand 
in marriage. 

Music (See Melody). The significance of a dream in which 
music is heard depends largely upon whether or not it is 
harmonious. If it is thoroughly pleasing, it foretells calm, 
happy days in love, matrimony, and business. 

If the instruments are out of tune, or if there is an oc- 
casional sour note in the music, it is a portent of coming 
trouble. 

Musk. The odor of musk predicts joy through the smoothing 
out of lovers’ difficulties. 

Mustache. A woman who dreams of admiring a mustache 
should be extremely careful of her conduct, for her virtue 
is in danger. 

Myrrh. A young woman who dreams of the odor of myrrh 
has cause to be excited, for it foretells that she will make 
a new acquaintance with considerable wealth and the am- 
bition to make her happy. 
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Myrtle. A sprig of myille worn by a maiden in a dream is an 
indication to her that she will contract a very favorable 
marriage with a man of unlimited financial resources and 
great intelligence.

Nakedness (See Nudity). A dream of nakedness in either 
sex is one which portends disillusionment after an affair 
of the heart which has been intense though not on a high 
plane. Nakedness is an omen of highly realistic develop- 
ments in love affairs and a final coming down to earth to 
meet a drab existence. 

Nearsightedness. For a man to dream that his intended is near- 
sighted is a portent of a broken engagement. 

Necklace. It is a fortunate augury for a young woman to 
dream of receiving a necklace as a gift, for it foretells a 
husband of character and means, and a happy home life. 

Negro. A heavy-set and very dark negro is a dream that pre- 
dicts a rival for the affections of a sweetheart, wife, or 
husband. 

Nightgown. A man who dreams of seeing his intended in a 
filmy nightgown may be assured of her love for him and 
her innocent though sensible attitude toward life. 

Nightingale. Future happiness and content to lovers is pre- 
dicted by dreaming that one hears the song of a niglrtin- 
gale. 
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NoBiLrry. Any nobility of character chat is brought out in a 
dream is a good sign. It foretells a loving and even- 
tempered mate. 

A maiden who dreams of a member of the nobility, such 
as a duke, earl, lord, or other, will be impressed by a man 
who is given to outward show and may not be dependable 
in his character. 

Nudity (See Nakedness). Nudity in dreams has many beau- 
tiful implications, whether it is of a man, woman, or child. 

For one to dream of admiring his or her own nudity, 
predicts the loss of a lover through vain ideas; but if a 
person is disgusted with the appearance of the body, it 
foretells scandal and lovers’ quarrels. 

If one dreams of swimming in the nude, it is a prediction 
of pagan pleasures which will react unfavorably. 

To dream of seeing men or women swimming in the 
nude, or as members of a nudist colony, is a sign of a new 
and exciting love affair. 

Nuns. A woman who dreams of seeing nuns is likely to be 
permanently separated from her lover or husband. 

Nuts. Success in love or in married life is the augury of a dream 
of gathering nuts from a tree. 

Eating nuts is a sign of financial prosperity in addition 
to the foregoing. 

Nymph. To see nymphs bathing or disporting themselves in 
green places, is an indication to a young woman that she 
will have many pleasures and interesting companions, but 
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she will be careless of her behavior in connection with 
these. 

If she dreams that she is herself a nymph, she must guard 
her conduct carefully to avoid lea^g her men friends 
astray.

Oak. Lovers who dream of oak trees will begin their married 
life under the most auspicious circumstances, and if in this 
dream there are acorns visible, it is a prediction of beautiful 
children. 

Obelisk. Quarrels of a serious nature are portended if one 
dreams of meeting his or her sweetheart under an obelisk, 
or other tall shaft of stone. 

Ocean. A calm ocean seen in a dream foretells delight to young 
lovers. 

Oil. It is a portent of an unsuccessful love affair if a man dreams 
that he buys or sells oil. 

A woman who dreams that oil is poured upon her head, 
either as a matter of anointing or in connection with a 
shampoo of any kind, must beware of advances from a man 
who has not honorable intentions. 

Opulence (See Riches). 

Oranges. The loss of her sweetheart is predicted to a maiden 
who dreams of eating oranges or drinking orange juice. 
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Orator. A dream of a love affair with an orator is an indication 
that a woman’s conduct will be too much governed by the 
ostentation of her acquaintances. 

Orchard. Happy homes with fine, upright and well-favored 
mates are presaged by a dream of walking through an 
orchard with fruit ripening on the trees. 

Men and maidens who dream of meeting in an orchard 
in blossom are assured of a happy culmination of their 
fondest desires. 

Orchestra. In general it is a pleasant portent to dream of play- 
ing an instrument in an orchestra. 

If, however, the orchestra plays out of tune, sweethearts 
will be separated. 

Organist. A maiden who dreams that she is playing an organ 
must beware of being too exacting in her demands upon 
her lover and should zealously avoid any actions which 
might indicate that she is jealous. 

Ornament. To dream of losing an ornament, particularly in 
the form of jewelry, predicts the loss of a lover.

Overalls. Infidelity is suggested to a woman who dreams of 
seeing a man in overalls. For her to dream of wearing them 
herself, portends a future with the man she loves for his 
sterling character rather than his ability to provide her 
with luxuries. 

Ox (See Cattle). A man who dreams of seeing a fine yoke 
of oxen may look forward to success both as a business 
man and a lover.

Lovers’ devotion is indicated by a dream of oxen drink- 
ing at a pleasant stream of water.

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Parents (See Mother, Father). A maiden who dreams of either 
or both of her parents may look forward to a happy mar- 
riage with a man of ample means. 

Pare. A comfortable and happy marriage is foretold by a 
dream of strolling through a beautiful park. 

If there are one or more fountains playing in the sun- 
shine, it is an augury of several well-favored children. 

Parking. Parking an automobile with ease indicates a solution 
of difficulties in love and in business. 

If in a dream one finds difficulties in parking a car, the 
portent is of a message from a long distance that will 
hamper an existing or future love affair. 

Parrot. A maiden dreaming of sitting alone with a parrot 
should make up her mind that she will have a life of single 
blessedness. 

If a man dreams of hearing a parrot talk, it is a sign that 
he will find his mate in unusual circumstances. 

Parsnips. Nothing but gloom is ahead for a lover who dreams 
of seeing or eating parsnips. 

Parting (See Forsaking). 

Patch. For a young man or a young woman to dream of dis- 
covering patches in their clothes is a portent that they will 
have difficulty in hiding something from a lover. 

A woman who dreams of patching clothing for some 
other member of the family may look forward to happi- 
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ness in the married life but there will be the necessity for 
conservation of financial resources. 

Paavnshop. When a person dreams of pawning any article it is 
a sign that he or she will have quarrels with a sweetheart 
or misfortune in business. 

Peaches (See Fruit, Orchard). A woman who dreams of 
gathering ripe and beautiful peaches in an orchard will be 
likely to travel widely with her husband. 

A maiden who has this dream will have the charm and 
beauty to win a husband of great wealth, taste, and edu- 
cation. 

Peacemaking (See Pacifying). A man who dreams of trying 
to make peace between another man and his wife who are 
quarreling should be warned of similar quarrels with his 
own wife, if he marries the girl to whom he is engaged. 

Pearls. To dream of receiving a gift of a pearl necklace, is 
lucky for a maiden for it denotes a peaceful and happy 
life with a man who will be careful of her every wish. 

A man dreaming that he is the giver of pearls should be 
warned of the vanity of his ladylove. 

The loss of pearls is a portent of the loss of love and 
financial reverses. 

Pears (See Fruit, Orchard). To dream of cooking pears is an 
indication that the love affair that you are now engaged in 
will turn out in a disappointing manner. 
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Pecans. If one dreams of opening pecan nuts and eating them, 
and one of them is decayed or shriveled, it foretells failure 
in a love affair. 

Pencil. If a young woman should be given a pencil in a dream 
and should recognize the giver, she will do well to avoid 
that person’s company because no friendship can exist be- 
tween them. 

A maiden who writes a note while dreaming will have 
a most desirable lover. If the point of the pencil breaks as 
she writes, she must look to some future sudden parting 
with her sweetheart. 

Should she dream that she erases the words, there is an 
indication that her love affair will be one that she wishes 
to forget. 

A young man who sees himself in a dream writing large 
letters with a heavy, black lead pencil will find an easy 
path to a successful love affair and a fortunate business 
career. 

A talented mate will soon be found by the one who 
sees in a dream sturdy bushes of green peppers growing.

It presages meet- 
ings with interesting people of the opposite sex which may 
lead in almost any direction depending on whether the 
play is pleasing or harrowing, exciting or dull. One should 
refer to the subject under its proper heading.

A woman who eats a pomegranate is in grave danger of 
losing her head to some unworthy, though picturesque 
man. 

Pool. Peace and contentment are predicted by dreaming of a 
limpid pool bordered by flags and containing lilies. 

A bathing pool in which men and women are swimming 
is a sign of news from a long forgotten lover. 

Poplars. A maiden who dreams of standing with her lover be- 
side a poplar tree swaying in a summer breeze is assured 
of realizing her fondest hopes for a lover who is rich, 
handsome and true. 

Poplars which have shed their leaves bode no good to 
those, who are in love. 

Porch (See Petting). To dream of sitting on a dark porch in 
summer with a young person of the opposite sex is a sign 
that there will be a mystery in your life that may take 
years to solve. 
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Porcupine. For a man or a maid to dream of being hurt by the 
quill of a porcupine is an augury of discontent and the 
wish to end a love affair. 

Potter’s Field. A young man or woman who dreams of his 
or her beloved in a potter’s field is warned of a coming 
temptation to transfer love to someone of greater wealth 
but less breeding and charm. 

Pottery (See Crockery, Dishes, etc.). 

Pressing (See Ironing). 

Priest (See Clergyman, Vicar). It is bad luck for a woman 
to dream that she is in love with a priest, for it portends 
the loss of her sweetheart through indiscreet behavior. 

Printer. A woman who dreams of being in love with a printer 
is almost sure to have trouble with her family.

To dream of being profane signifies embarrass- 
ment. 

Prostitute (See Harlot, Vice). A girl who dreams of prosti- 
tutes who appear brazen and prosperous should guard 
her chastity well when among new acquaintances. 

If in the dream it should appear that a prostitute is re- 
pentant, it is a sign that the dreamer will win a true sweet- 
heart through understanding. 

Pudding. A maiden who dreams of making a pudding is in 
danger of finding that her lover is worldly minded and 
inclined to woo her for her money. 

Pump. A pump with a broken handle is a sign of hope deferred 
and a blasted love affair. 

To dream of easily pumping water, foretells success in 
love and business. 

Purse. To dream of a well-filled purse, shows that fortunes are 
on the mend, not alone in worldly goods but in spiritual 
values and love affairs. 

To dream that a purse is empty, foretells a disappoint- 
ment in the person to whom you are engaged. 

PuRStnT. If you dream of being pursued by a person or an 
animal, it augurs ill for your future. 

Pursuit by an officer of the law, either on foot or 
mounted on a horse or motorcycle, is an indication that 
something you would wish hidden will be revealed to your 
sweetheart. 
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Pyramid. Qimbing one of the Egyptian pyramids is a portent 
of an early but unsuccessful marriage.

Quicksand. A dream of being slowly engulfed in quicksand is 
a portent of difficulties which can be overcome only by 
heroic treatment. It foretells quarrels with a lover, or with 
someone you esteem highly. 

If a maiden dreams of being rescued by her sweetheart 
from quicksand, it predicts an early marriage with a man 
who will be praiseworthy in everything he does. 

Quill. A young woman who in a dream puts a quill or other 
feathers upon a hat will find that her love affairs will in- 
crease in frequency but that she will, in spite of this, be 
likely to remain a maiden. 

Quilts. Clean, fluffy quilts are a fortunate dream to a young 
woman as they foretell an easy life with a husband who 
will give her the things for which she longs. 

If the quilts are soiled or worn, her husband will be 
careless in his treatment of her. 

Quadruplets (See Twins, Triplets, Quintuplets). Dreaming 
of quadruplets, whether bom to the dreamer or to some- 
one else, is a sign that a love affair is in the offing and 
will be rushed to a quick culmination. 

Quintuplets (See Twins, Triplets, Quadruplets). Good luck 
is foretold by a dream of five children being bom at 
the same ^time, but if one or more are bom dead, it sig-

nifies early widowhood for a woman or divorce for a 
man. 


R 

Rabbit. A dream of many white rabbits is a sign that your 
married life will be full of joy and that you will have 
many children. 

Radio. There is no particular significance to hearing a radio in 
a dream. Any portent that is implied is in the character of 
the program which is being broadcast. Refer to the subject 
under its proper heading. 

Rage. Unmarried persons who dream of seeing their sweet- 
hearts in a rage are likely to have quarrels over some 
trivial point. 

Railing. Railings of any kind, whether used as fences or as 
guards for porches, stairways, or other places, indicate that 
there is a rival in the offing for the object of your affec- 
tions. 

To dream of grasping a railing is a prediction that you 
will take desperate chances to win the person you love. 

Rain. If you dream of sitting indoors and watching a violent 
rain storm outside, it is a sign that your love will be re- 
quited. 

Rainbow. Happiness for lovers is foretold by a dream in which 
a rainbow figures. 
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Ramrod. A ramrod denotes the loss of a lover through his or 
her attention to criticism within the family. 

Rattle. A marriage and children are foretold to the young 
woman who dreams of seeing a baby play with a rattle. 

There is a similar portent if a man has this dream. 

Raven {See Birds, Crow). A raven in a dream denotes a future 
in love affairs as black as the raven itself. It indicates be- 
trayal and deception. 

Religion (See Church). Dreams of a religious quality should 
be interpreted according to the items which appear in the 
dream rather than the emotional side of religion. Thus 
the meaning of the dream should be ascertained through 
such references as church, minister, altar, congregation, 
etc. 

Reprieve. A maiden who dreams that her lover is reprieved on 
the eve of his execution may reasonably expect to hear 
shortly of some good luck which has befallen him. 

Reptile (See Asp, Snake). Treachery through a rival for the 
hand of a sweetheart is indicated to those who dream of 
seeing a reptile of one kind or another. 

To dream of being bitten by any reptilian animal, means 
that the rival will be successful. 

Restaurant. To dream of eating in a restaurant with a sweet- 
heart is a sign of coming happiness. 

Eating at a lunch counter predicts irritations arising 
from misunderstanding. 
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Revelation. To have a secret revealed to you in a dream is a 
portent of a surprising announcement from your lover. A 
pleasing revelation is an augury of success but a gloomy 
one portends failure.

Ring. It is a fortunate dream for a young woman to be given 
a ring. It predicts that her lover will be faithful and that 
her married life will be happy. 

To dream of a broken ring, predicts quarrels, sickness 
and other unhappiness. 

Rival. A dream of having a rival is one which should be taken 
seriously by those who are in love. It is a warning not to be 
too critical of the one you intend to make your mate. 

Road. A road bordered with green arching trees and pleasant 
fields is an indication of a thoroughly happy home life with 
a faithful and interesting mate and several mc;rry children. 
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Rocket. A rocket soaring into the evening sky is a dream of 
success in business and love. 

Rocking Chair. It is a harbinger of happiness, health and plenty 
to dream of seeing a mother, wife or sweetheart in a rock- 
ing chair.

Ruins. To dream of ruins portends that lovers will break their 
engagement. This is particularly true if the ruins are seen 
by moonlight.

Safe. To dream of owning a safe portends that you will over- 
come discouraging conditions relative to a love affair. 

Sage. If a maiden dreams of using this savory herb to give 
flavor to food, k is a sign that she guard against allowing 
her sweetheart to make extravagant expenditures for her. 

Sailor. Dreaming of a sailor— including both those of the navy 
and the merchant marine of any country— is a prediction 
that the dreamer, if a woman, will lose her love through a 
tendency to flirt with other men. 

If a man dreams that he is a sailor, he should beware of 
designing women. 

Salad. If a young woman dreams of making salad, it signifles 
that her sweetheart will be temperamental and that she will 
be subject to his moods. 
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Salmon. To dream of salmon leaping up a swift stream, is a 
sign to a young unmarried woman that her future husband 
will be happy-go-lucky, and as fortunate in business mat- 
ters as he is in social affairs. 

Salt. If a maiden dreams of eating salt, she will find that 
through her lack of enthusiasm she will unconsciously 
turn her sweetheart away from her. His growing interest 
in another girl will show her that she has made a mistake. 

Sapphire. This is a gem that indicates to a woman that her 
lover will be dependable in all important matters. 

Sardines. To dream of serving sardines to a group of guests is 
a sign to a young woman that she will be loved by some- 
one from a lower station in life whose affections she can- 
not return. 

Sash. A dream of wearing a sash predicts that you will have to 
make excuses for the behavior of your lover.

An augury of honors or pursuit from men of wealth 
and position is contained in a woman’s dream that her 
sweetheart is a sculptor. 

Sea (See Ocean). A maiden who dreams of being on a calm, 
blue sea with her sweetheart has every reason for expect- 
ing a happy outcome to her love affair. 

Seducers. A man who dreams of seduction should be on his 
guard against false accusers. 

If his sweetheart is affronted by proposals that he may 
make, he will be assured that the woman he loves is above 
reproach. 

Shaking Hands (See Hands). If you dream of shaking hands 
with persons whose social station is beneath yours, it is an 
indication that your lover will honor you for your kind- 
ness and straightforwardness. 

^ Shakespeare. To dream of reading Shakespeare or of seeing 
him in person, is an indication that your love affair will be 
straightforward and sincere.

A woman who dreams of shaving should look to her 
conduct in the company of the opposite sex.

Singer (See Actor). The portent of hearing someone sing in a 
dream is juspicious when the selection is melodious and

A singer whose song is off key, or otherwise disagree- 
able, indicates quarrels with one’s lover. 

Skidding (See Motor Car). To dream that you are driving an 
automobile on a slippery pavement and it skids, is a sign 
that one should exercise extreme caution not to do any- 
thing which may impair the confidence of one’s sweet- 
heart.

If the flakes are large, your mate will be a wealthy and 
generous person. 

If the flakes are small and powdery, it is a sign of a 
struggle <»f some kind before you will achieve happiness. 
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Socks (See Stockings). To dream of putting on socks fore- 
tells, for a maiden, an indiscreet situation that will arise 
with her lover. For a man it is a warning against unfaith- 
fulness. 

If a woman dreams of attending church wearing short 
socks, it is a forerunner of quarrels with her husband or 
sweetheart.

If there is any action at all upon the stage, the dream 
must be interpreted by referring to one of the headings 
indicated above.

Wine. A maiden who dreams of drinking wine will marry a 
man of wealth, position and taste. 

Wooden Shoe (See also Shoes). This is a dream which is a 
forerunner of a destructive element entering your life 
through your love affairs. 

Woodpile. Misunderstandings in love are betokened by dream- 
ing of a woodpile. 

To dream of working at a woodpile, either sawing or 
piling logs, is a sign of failure to make marriage a success.

There are no love dreams here. They are interpreted in their 
own chapter, both for better and worse. 

It should be remembered that the conditions of a dream de- 
termine its prophecy. Qouds are listed in this chapter, but in 
another part of the book, under different conditions, they are 
given as a portent of distinctly bad luck. Under CleanlinesSy 
interpreted herein, it is a fortunate sign if you dream of wash- 
ing your own clothes, while elsewhere it points out that misfor- 
tune is predicted if you dream of washing someone else’s gar- 
ments. 

This is a good place to repeat that the way to get the most 
nearly complete interpretation of your dream is to look up the 
subject in the index at the back of the book, and refer to all the 
pages listed under it. Then look up the major features of the 
dream in the same way, so that you will know of other influ- 
ences that may have a bearing on the outcome.

It may prophesy 
a mystery that will be difficult or impossible to solve; or an 
amusing situation that will have little meaning; or a new ex- 
perience. 

Some dreams are definite warnings against certain action, and 
if the warnings are heeded they may prove exceedingly valua- 
ble. Others predict bad luck of one kind or another that will be 
almost impossible to avoid. The last, of course, should properly 
come under the head of warning dreams, for, after all is said 
and done, we control our own destiny.

Abandonment. To dream of being abandoned is a portent of 
your failure to hold your own in your relations with 
friends and business associates. 

To abandon a family or someone who is in trouble pre- 
dicts some kind of grief. 

To abandon a ship in a storm is a warning against going 

on a sea voyage.

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Abdication. If you dream that a monarch abdicates his throne, 
it is a sign of war. 

Accounts. Dreaming of having difficulty in keeping accounts 
is a forerunner of harassing trials in business. 

Ace (See Playing Cards). 

Ache. If it is not a real ache but a real dream of an ache, it is a 
sign that you should not tell people of your business plans, 
but keep your own counsel regarding the manner in which 
you expect to make money. 

Acid. It is not a fortunate augury to drink acid or any acidulous 
liquid in a dream.
